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RECENT PUBLICATIONS, 

The Peace Tangle, by John F. Bass (The Macmillan 
Co.: New York). In this volume, which the author 
says in his introduction was “quickly constructed to de- 
scribe vast territory” and which “must of necessity be 
both inadequate and often inaccurate,” are presented the 
straits European countries are in under the treaties 
of peace as negotiated in Paris. His chapters are in- 
tended “to stimulate thought about the new and far- 
reaching influence which the United States will exer- 
cise in the world by decisions that must be made within 
a few months if the peoples of Europe are to ‘be saved 
from further suffering and economic decadence.” Mr. 
Bass describes the conduct of the Peace Conference and 
then in turn conditions since the signing of the treaties 
resulting from it in Germany, Italy, Austria, Hungary, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Poland and Russia. The main argu- 
ment of the book is that economic co-operation between 
the nations of the world is much more important than 
political co-operation and that the United States should 
lead in this effort. 

The Story of the American Red Cross in Italy, by 
Charles M. Bakewell (The Macmillan Co.: New York). 
This is the second in the series of books devoted to the 
work of the American Red Cross in the World War, 
and as its title shows is devoted solely to what was done 
in Italy. Mr. Bakewell tells the story of this extraordi- 
narily difficult task of the Red Cross in a most interesting 
way, describing not only the work in the field among the 
soldiers, but also the work that fell to the Red Cross of 
taking care of the children and the refugees from the 
war zone and aiding repatriated people. In an appendix 
are found statistical details including the expenditures 
of the A.R.C. Commission and the quantities of sup- 
plies received. Many photographs add to the interest of 
the text. 

High Company, by Harry Lee (Frederick A. Stokes 
Co.: New York). Based on his experiences in aiding 
wounded soldiers in our hospitals, Mr. Lee has written 
twenty-two poems assembled in this book, after maga- 
zine publication, that are poignantly touching in their 
pathos and in their reflections of suffering patiently and 
smilingly borne. Some of the verses depict scenes, seen 
in reminiscence, of battle, home, the village streets, and 
sentimental memories of a more personal nature that 
are charged with simple, homely beauty. 

American Boys’ Book of Camp-Lore and Woodcraft, 
by Dan Beard (J. B. Lippincott Co.: Philadelphia). 
Boys and girls, too, for that matter, who are fond of 
camping and outdoor life generally will find a fund of 
helpful information in this new book by Mr. Beard, who 
is our leading American authority on such matters. He 
tells how to make fires in every conceivable kind of out- 
door fashion, how to prepare camp food, how to prepare 
for a camping trip and to choose a proper camp site, and 
tells about “Council Grounds and Fires” and the “Ritual 
of the Council Fire. " The illustrations, in the form of 
pen-drawings, are unusually well done and should serve 
materially in helping boys and girls in their camping 
experiences. 

An English Wife in Berlin, by Evelyn, Princess 
Blucher (BE. P. Dutton and Co.: New York). The au- 
thor, an Englishwoman, married Prince Blucher, great- 
great-grandson of the famous Marshal Blucher of bat- 
tle of Waterloo fame. When the World War com- 
menced Prince Blucher as a German subject was obliged 
to leave England, where he had lived for some years, 
and return to Germany. His wife accompanied him. . 
Her book is in the form of a diary she kept while in 
Berlin during the war. “It is neither pro-English nor 
markedly anti-German,” the introduction asserts, but 
the Princess declares that “the German people were in 
truth never responsible for the wrongs of the war.”

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ITALIAN FLOTILLA LEADERS. 


The Italian navy has a number of flotilla leaders in 
commission and under construction of an unusually pow- 
erful type, and in fact it can be said that the new ves- 
sels of this class are perhaps the most powerful of their 
type in the world, displacing from 1,900 to 2,200 tons. 
The Engineer of London in an extensive article on the 
Italian flotilla leaders says: “Although of slightly smaller 
tonnage than British flotilla leaders of the ‘Scott’ class, 
the four Italian units of the ‘Aquila’ class, originally 
designed for Rumania, have a more formidable arma- 
ment and virtually the same speed. The Aquila, Nibbio, 
and Sparviero each mount three 6-inch and four 14- 
pounder guns, and the Falco has six 4.7-inch, as com- 
pared with a standard armament of five 4.7-inch in the 
British ‘Scott’ class. In the new Italian leaders, desig- 
nated as the ‘Leone’ and ‘Improved Aquila’ classes, a 
uniform battery of eight 4.7-inch is to be mounted, to- 
gether with six torpedo tubes.” 

The first group of flotilla leaders comprising the Carlo 
Mirabello, Auguste Riboty, and Carlo Alberto Racchia 
were launched, respectively, in 1914, 1915 and 1916, and 
the second group, the Alessandro Poerio, Cesare Ros- 
sarol and Guglielmo Pepe, were launched in 1914-15. 
All six vessels took part in the operations of the war. 
They were designed to act as scouts as well as torpedo 
vessels, and to this end were given dimensions and sea- 
going qualities superior to the average run of destroyer, 
while special regard was also paid to strength of con- 
struction. They proved, without exception, to be fast, 
weatherly vessels, able to keep the sea in nearly any 
weather likely to be encountered in the Adriatic and the 
Mediterranean. Their speed and powerful arma- 
ment made them more than a match for the largest Aus- 
trian destroyers and equally a terror to enemy subma- 
rines.

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PROPOSED MONUMENT FOR ADMIRAL DEWEY. 

Rear Admiral Casey B. Morgan, U.S.N., commandant 
of the 16th Naval District and of the naval station at 
Cavite, P.1., in a letter to Gov. Gen. Francis B. Harri- 
son of the Philippines, has taken the first active step to 
erect a monument at Manila to Admiral George Dewey, 
U.S.N., who defeated the Spanish fleet at Manila Bay on 
May 1, 1898, the Manila Times of Oct. 6 reports. After 
referring to “the absence of any monument or public im- 
provement in the city of Manila bearing the name 
‘Dewey,’ which lack of suitable civic recognition has 
been a matter of wonderment and amazement to me and 
to other otlicers who have been associated with these 
islands since the earliest days of our occupation,” Ad- 
miral Morgan adds: “It seems remarkable that such 
neglect of the deeds of this great naval officer should 
exist. As one of the ollicers that served under Admiral 
Dewey in the battle of Manila Bay on May 1, 1898, and 
at the occupation and capture of the city on Aug. 13, 
1898, this interests and concerns me deeply.” After 
referring at greater length to Admiral Dewey's great 
service to his country in the Philippines, the Admiral 
continues: “All this is a matter of history and, as such, 
it would seem this record would entitle Admiral Dewey 
to the most glorious monument in all the Philippine 
Islands. But nowhere does one see the name of Dewey 
on street, square, building or monument. We, and the 
people of other countries, have honored by public recog- 
nition many names much less known soldiers or states- 
men, One sees monuments to the great American build- 
ers of this government in the Philippines, but nowhere 
is the name of the conqueror who made all this possible, 
seen on any permanent monument. I have talked this 
over with many Americans living here and they all seem 
to think this is a grave oversight and dereliction of duty 
on the part of our American government and of the Fili- 
pinos also.” He expresses the hope that the sugges- 
tion of the erection of a monument to the great Ameri- 
can sailor will appeal to the Governor. To this Gov- 
ernor Harrison replied, in part, as follows: “I know of 
no reason or sentiment which has delayed so long this 
just recognition of Admiral Dewey's title to special fame 
in the Philippines. Since receiving your letter I have, 
as you suggested, talked with many friends, both Ameri- 
cans and Filipinos, and find that they all respond en- 
thusiastically and promptly to your suggestion. I know 
the Americans are in favor of a Dewey monument be- 
cause every American is proud of his memory and that 
of his gallant officers and men. I know that the Fili- 
pinos would welcome the erection of this monument be- 
cause to them the name of Dewey meant the beginning 
of a new chapter of freedom and the opportunity to lay 
the foundations of their own nationality. I know also 
that to all elements and races here it will be most grati- 
fying to see a permanent mark of appreciation in com- 
memoration of the brilliant victory of the American Ad- 
mira) which brought the Philippines into the bright pages 
of modern history.”

R.O.T.C. at CAmMp Knox, Ky. 

The Red Guidon, which is a record, in book form, of 
the activities of the Field Artillery R.O.T.C. camp held 
at Camp Knox, Ky., June 17-28, 1920, has just been is- 
sued. Dedicated to Major Gen. William J. Snow, Chief 
of Field Artillery, U.S.A., that officer has written a fore- 
word in which, referring to the shortage of trained offi- 
cers in this country during the World War, he says: 
“Under these circumstances we necessarily resorted to 
every feasible short cut in methods of training, and it 
was here that the value of the educated man came out. 
In the R.O.T.C. courses we try to fit the military and 
academic instruction into each other during the school 
year and put stress on purely military training during 
the summer encampments. The first of these camps was 
held at Camp Knox. It was quite successful and its 
achievements are set forth in this volume of the Red 
Guidon.” The commanding general was Col. G. G. 
Gatley, U.S.A., who at that time held the rank of briga- 
dier general, while the camp commander was Major A. 
L. P. Sands, U.S.A. Chapters are devoted to personnel, 
administration, including the organization and course of 
instruction, recreation, “the advanced course and the 
man,” the social life of the camp, the Field Artillery As- 
sociation R.O.T.C., and the names and home addresses 
of all members of the corps who attended the camp. The 
book is filled with photographs of scenes in and about the 
camp, and will prove of strong interest to every man 
who attended it. °

MARINE Corps INSTITUTE. 

The Marine Corps Institute has moved from Marine 
Barracks, Quantico, Va., to Marine Barracks, Washing- 
ton, D.C. The institute began last February as a post 
school at Quantico, Va., established for vocational train- 
ing by General Lejeune while in command there before 
his appointment as Commandant of the Marine Corps; 
and was developed by Brig. Gen. S. D. Butler, the pres- 
ent commanding officer at Quantico. The Marine Corps 
Institute will operate directly under the Major General 
Commandant with Lieut. Col. W. C. Harllee in charge 
of the Vocational Training Section at Marine Corps 
headquarters. ‘T’here will be no other organization at 
the Marine Barracks, Washington, except the Marine 
Band. These will occupy the full capacity of that post. 
The institute includes thirty separate schools, each 
offering a number of graded courses. It has students at 
all the stations of the Marine Corps, including the dis- 
tant foreign stations and the marines on vessels of the 
Navy—a total of 4,598 students. The detachment trans- 
ferred from Quantico includes twelve officers and 125 
men, with Capt. G. K. Shuler, director; Capts. W. C. 
Byrd, G. B. Reynolds, J. P. Cheatham, P. R. Cowley, 
Charies Grimm, A. B. Hale, E. E. Riler, Lieuts. D. J. 
Kendall, C. W. LeGette, S. P. Corning, C. W. Lavlette 
and BE. A. Platt. 
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Navy LABORATORY CONTRACT AWARDED. 

The contract for the construction of five buildings 
which will house the U.S. Naval Experimental and Re- 
search Laboratory to be erected on Government land at 
Bellevue, D.C., has been awarded by the Navy Depart- 
ment to the Boyle-Robertson Construction Co. for $652,- 
711. The laboratory will be adjacent to the Potomac 
river, where ships of deep draft can reach a wharf al- 
ready under construction for use of the naval magazine 
at Bellevue. The cost is considerably below the Navy 
Department estimate. Problems of importance to the Navy 
requiring such a plant are awaiting study and research 
The appropriation was authorized by Congress largely 
upon the recommendation of Thomas A. Edison and the 
Naval Consulting Board. It is not the purpose of the 
Navy Department to duplicate in this laboratory any of 
the work being done by the Bureau of Standards or 
other Government laboratories. The buildings will be 
of concrete and present a group that will be plain though 
sightly. 
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Tur IDEALS OF THE SERVICE.

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ARMY UNIFORM INCONSISTENCIES. 

The War Department shows concern relative to the 
misuse of the Army uniform and is co-operating with the 
Department of Justice in an effort to abate this by per- 
sons unauthorized to wear articles conforming with the 
standard uniform. Passing over the question whether 
there is a standard, it is evident that among other 
articles causing the War Department no concern is the 
raincoat worn by officers of the Army; nor will it, as has 
been noted, authorize a standard raincoat because it is 
felt that there is no justification for compelling officers 
to purchase new garments of a standard type. While 
there may be logic in this policy from an economic point 
of view, many officers feel that such a policy is incon- 
sistent with the purpose of protecting the uniform from 
misuse, in that it waves aside any purpose of making the 
uniform distinctive, neat, and of a standard recognizable 
at a glance. Any type of raincoat approximating olive 
drab in color is permissible, and because civilian gar- 
ments of this type are not debarred, the wearing of in- 
signia on the garment is not permitted Army officers on 
the ground that insignia on an article of civilian wear 
would be inconsistent. The result, in inclement weather, 
is that at any camp, post or station where a considerable 
number of officers are on duty, every conceivable species 
of raincoat is worn. Lacking insignia, there is a re- 
sultant confusion analogous to that now experienced by 
the uniformed Army chaplains, who are also sans in- 
signia of rank. A captain and a colonel, a lieutenant 
and a major in raincoats, are indistinguishable. Infact, 
the raincoat now is the greatest leveler of ‘rank the 
Army has ever known. And a civilian, under the War 
Department policy, might wear a complete Army uni- 
form under a civilian raincoat and escape the action of 
the Department of Justice, for to enforce the law that 
department’s operations in inclement weather would be 
compelled to force every man wearing an olive drab rain- 
coat to open it and disclose what character of clothing 
was underneath. Such a civilian, if he enjoyed that sort 
of thing, could invite salutes from major generals down 
the scale to second lieutenant by doing a little parading, 
for example, in Washington. 

The new design of raincoat approved only as an arti- 
cle of sale by the Quartermaster Corps is a distinctive 
garment, and as it closely approximates the appearance 
of the standard overcoat, its standardization is desirable 
in view of the existing confusion and of the hetero- 
geneous material passing muster as Army raineoats. It 
is a splendid garment and when made with serge sur- 


face it could well be worn in lieu of the overcoat when - 


the temperature makes the overcoat burdensome. It is 
provided with shoulder straps, so that insignia can be 
exposed where it properly should be worn at all times 
and in all weathers. Practice which was found neces- 
sary under war conditions indicates a line for peace con- 
ditions, for in France insignia on every outer garment 
Was mandatory and it-served to abate confusion and em- 
barrassment such as is a natural outcome of the incon- 
sistent policy as to raincoats for the Army officer to-day. 
As to the economical concern of the War Department, 
oficers who favor a uniform garment say that a new 
raincoat would cost not in excess of $20, and that that 
sum is unimportant as compared with the wholesome de- 
sire to again return to a solid basis of uniformity for the 
Army uniform, and every part of it. Admitting that 


there was some reason for he sitaney in enforcing stand- 
ardization of uniform up to last June, the Army Re- 
2ct of June 4, 1920, placed a limit on the

service of the emergency officers. The War Department 
very properly showed concern that they be put to no 
additional expense for equipment, but having set the 
limit of their service as Dec. 31, 1920, there does not 
appear to be valid reason for not’ standardizing the uni- 
form and adopting the changes recommended to Secre- 
tary Baker by the general officers in conference in the 
War Department last January. It*has been the policy 
of the War Department, as in the Navy Department, 
however, to set a date sufficiently far aliead when all 
articles of uniform must conform to standard,.so.as to 
allow officers. considerable wear, of such articles not 
standard which’ they may have‘in their possession. 

The War Department approved shoulder insignia. for 
units which served overseas on the ground that such 
insignia promoted esprit de corps and morale. Granting 
that esprit and morale increase in ratio with the eon- 
tentment of the Service, the department would not be 
going amiss were it to permit officers when off duty or 
on leave to wear civilian clothes; were it to rescind the 
order abolishing the blue dress uniform and to allow this 
uniform to be worn after sunset; were it to abolish the 
uncomfortable standing collar of the blouse and adopt 
the roll collar; were it to adopt a standard raincoat; 
to authorize, for use in midsummer, the wearing of uni- 
forms of lighter weight than the cotton olive drab; to 
authorize the wearing of the Sam Browne belt with the 
field uniform; to go further than allowing long trousers 
to be worn when off duty, and allow puttees to be laid 
aside by officers on duty within the confines of the offices 
of departments, bureaus, services of the War Department 
and headquarters in corps areas and departments. There 
is no question that many of these changes are desired by 
more than ninety per cent. of the commissioned person- 
nel of the Army, and if the War Department desires a 
contented commissioned personnel it will give quite as 
much study to these matters and be quite as much eon- 
cerned as it has appeared to be over cost to Army offi- 
cers of new equipment. For a proper protection of the 
uniform it is necessary to make that uniform one for 
which every officer and man in the U.S. Army has pride 
and respect. To bring about absolute respect for the 
uniform, in and out of the Service, it is necessary to 
adopt a standard in every article of equipment. Lacking 
standardization, there can be no adequate protection 
from misuse, and thus law enforcement must prove hit 
or miss, Hostilities are over, and for the Army getting 
back to normal in uniform equipment is one of the 
uppermost desires.

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NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 
Distribution of Army Regulations to National Guard. 


The distribution of the revised Army Regulations to 
National Guard organizations will be divided by furnish- 
ing a certain number of complete sets to the following 
organizations: Six for each state headquarters, seven for 
each division headquarters, one for each brigade head- 
quarters, three for each regimental headquarters; also 
pamphlets on certain subjects for the files of organiza- 
tions and officers immediately interested. They will be 
issued in a series of pamphlets suitable for loose leaf 
binding, and it is intended to furnish a sufficient quan- 
tity for actual use, but not more than is needed. These 
loose leaf pamphlets will ultimately replace the volume 
known as “Army Regulations,” and they constitute part 
of the permanent records of the organization to which 
they are issued. When the unit is called into Federal 
service the pamphlets will be taken up by the adjutants 
general of the several states. . 

Leave of Absence Rules in the National Guard. 

In regard ,to sick leave, leave of absence, etc., of care- 
takers, helpers, mechanics and men of. similar duties: in 
the National Guard as authorized by Sec. 90 of the act of 
June 3, 1916, as amended by Sec. 46 of the act of June 
4, 1920, Brig. Gen. J. McI. Carter, chief of the Militia 
Bureau, has sent out the following instructions: Absence 
on account of sickness will be regulated by the state au- 
thorities; absence on account of sickness is limited to fif- 
teen days per year so far as pay from Federal funds is 
concerned; there is no provision for payment from Fed- 
eral funds for leave other than for sickness; the animals 
and matériel must receive proper attention at all times, 
including holidays, Sundays, and absence of any care- 
taker, helpers, etc., on account of sickness; the authorized 
allowances from Federal funds for pay of caretakers, 
helpers, mechanics, etc., must not be exceeded, even 
though any caretaker, helper, mechanic, ete, may be 
absent on account of sickness. 

Field Artillery Schools for National Guard. 


Brig. Gen. J. McI. Carter, Chief of Militia Bureau, 
has requested the adjutants general of the states and ter- 
ritories to submit by Jan. 31, 1921, to the Militia Bureau 
the names of officers recommended by them for detail to 
take the first course of instruction offered at the Field 
Artillery School, Fort Sill, Okla., for the National 
Guard. The course is designed for the purpose of de- 
veloping instructors for the Field’ Artillery arm of ‘the 
Service. Men selected for attendance should possess 
natural military aptitude and desire to take the course, 
and commissioned officers who graduate will be exempt 
for five years from examination in such subjects for 
which they qualify at the school. In addition to the 
course to be given for officers, there are the horseshoer’s 
course, saddler’s course and communication course. Stu- 
dents for these courses are to be selected from the Na- 
tional Guard Field Artillery enlisted men, and applica- 
tions should be forwarded so as to reach the Militia Bu- 
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reau not later than Dec. 15, 1920. No previous experie 
ence is desired of men attending and the only qualifica- 
tions necessary are that they be physically and mentally 
fit and desire to learn the trade. They must have at 


’ least two years to serve after completion of the course. 


Upon graduation, a diploma is furnished successful cane 
didates, which should be ef value to them in civil life, 
The communication course for enlisted specialists covers 
elementary electricity, telephones and radio,. signaling, 
line construction, tret’e:] details and considerable Jabora- 
tory work is also irivolved. 


National Guard Medical Lieutenants. 


The Judge Advocate General of the Army has rendered 
an opinion which permits first Tieutenants in the Medi- 
cal Corps of the National Guard, who possess other suit- 
able qualifications, to be promoted to the grade of cap- 
tain disregarding the formerly prescribed length of previ- 
ous service. The opinion reads: “In view of subsequent 
legislation with regard to promotion in the Medical 
Corps, it is the opinion of this office that the opinion first 
cited (58-241, J.A.G., Aug. 14, 1916), in so far as it - 
restricts the recognition of captains in the National | 
Guard to those who have had the prescribed service as 
first lieutenants, should not be applied to the existing 
situation. It is, therefore, the opinion of this office that 
there is no legal objection to extending Federal recogni- 
tion to captains in the Medical Corps, National.Guard, 
irrespective of their prior service as first lieutenants, 
provided they are otherwise qualified under existing 
statutes and regulations.” : 

Efficiency Reports on National Guard Officers. 

Brig. Gen. J. McI. Carter, Chief of Militia Bureau, 
has sent to all adjutants general of the states and terri- 
tories efficiency report blanks and requested that data 
be filled in with respect to the efficiency of all officers of 
the National Gurrd, except officers of the National 
Guard Reserve. In connection with the rendition of ‘the 
reports particular attention has been invited to the fol- 
lowing: They will be rendered by the commanding ofli- 
cers of regiments, separate battalions or squadrons, sep- 
arate companies, troops, or batteries and forwarded with 
remarks, through state headquarters. ‘They will be ren- 
dered by the commanding general of the National Guard 
of the State, or where none is provided, by the state ad- 
jutant general, on officers of the state staff corpstund de- 
partments and commanding officers of brigades, regiments 
und separate units. They will not be prepared in dupli- 
cate. They should be forwarded as soon as practicable 
after Dec. 12. 

General MacArthur Praises National Guard. 


In a letter dated Nov. 12 from Brig. Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, U.S.A., Superintendent of the U.S. Military 
Academy, to Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, commanding 
the New York Guard, General MacArthur congratulated 
him upon what he termed “the splendid appearance 
and exhibition” of the Provisional Regiment, New York 
National Guard, on the occasion of its visit to West 
Point on Oct. 10. The General added: “Not only did 
the men give the impression of scrupulous personal police 
and thoroughness of equipment, but their marching 
showed a solidarity and precision which bespoke compe- 
tent instruction and excellent discipline. I congratulate 
you and them. As I saw the mutual lines of the Guard 
and of the Corps of Cadets sweep by I felt not only the 
inspiration that a soldier always feels upon such occa- 
sions, but a deep satisfaction in the belief that the inter- 
mingling of the two commands was an outward evidence 
of the complete amalgamation, born on the fields of 
France, that now marks. the relationship existing be- 
tween. the National Guard and ‘the -Regular Army. In 
such unity lies the safety of the Republic.”

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N.R.F. ReE-ENROLMENT RETAINER Pay. 

Members of the Naval Reserve Force are not entitled 
to credit for constructive service in computing their re- 
enrolment retainer pay. This decision was given by the 
Comptroller in response to a query from Rear Admiral 
T. J. Cowie, U.S.N., Navy Allotment Office, who asked: 
“Is a former officer of the Navy who has acquired the 
right to credit for constructive service for pay purposes, 
and who is now a member of the Naval Reserve Force 


. confirmed in his rank entitled to an increased retainer 


pay of twenty-five per cent. based upon his construc- 
tive service?” The Comptroller states: “Since the pro- 
vision in the act of July 1, 1918, providing credit for 
prior service for the purpose of computing retainer pay, 
is independent of the statutes relating,to longevity for 
pay purposes for officers of the Regular Navy, it is not 
affected by any of the provisions of said statutes, and 
I am of opinion that said provision contemplates active 
service only. This view is strengthened by the fact that 
the ‘Service in the Navy’ whici is required by the act 
of July 1, 1918, to be counted for the purpose of the com- 
putation of the twenty-five per cent. increase on retainer 
pay authorized to members of the N.R.F. on re-enrol- 
ment by the act of Aug. 29, 1916, is service that can be 
eounted in the N.R.F. ‘both for the purpose of retire- 
ment and of computing retainer pay.’ Service which can 
be counted for both such purposes would be actual ser- 
vice only. Constructive service is not counted in the 
Navy for the purpose of computing the length of service 
for retirement.”

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CHIEF OF STAFF'S ANNUAL REPORT. 

General March Reviews Army Work in 1920. 
Under date of June 30, 1920, Major Gen. Peyton C. 
March, U.S.A., makes his annual report as Chief of Staff 
of the Army for the fiscal year 1920 of the work of the 
General Staff for that period. The report was made 
public on Nov. 21. “The sctivitic ofthe General Staff 
during the year ending June 30, 1920,” he writes, “per 
tain to the readjustment of the Army to a peace basis 
and to its reorganization to meet the new conditions, 
both civil and military, which have obtained as ‘the re- 
sult of the World War. These activities have, in gen- 
eral, included the completion of the demobilization of 
the emergency Army and the building up of the new 
Regular Army. The problems and the difficulties inci- 
bave been not incomparable in 


dent to these activities 
hose presented during 


their variety oud eemples: with 

he war itse!f~ hee 
: General Mare: then takes up the demobilization of 
the emergency Army whieh bad a strength on July 1, 
“919, of approximately 69,109 officers and 884,472 en- 
listed men in Europe, Siberia, our insular pessessions, 
aud the United States. This problem of demobilization 
was of the greatest importance owing to the far-reaching 
effect it would have on the national welfare. He re- 
views the studies made of other demobilizations in ov: 
Civil War, Spanish-American War, and by European 
countries after the World War and shows how little 
they served as lessons for us since our priviem was a 
very different one from that of our various Allies. Th: 
adoption of the plan of demobilization by military units 
resulted in a distinct success. General Mareh says of it: 
“Under the scheme of demobilization by military unit, 
hundreds of thousands of men were returned promptly 
to their families, home communities, and industrial ¢x- 
ployment who might not have been released for months 
under a scheme of industrial demobilization or a system 
based largely upon individual requests for discharge. Tne 
absorption of these men into the general life of the cour- 
try and their return to productive employment assis*tecd 
in the permanent revitalization of industrial life and ex- 
pedited the return of the country to its normal peace- 
time conditions. Evidence from numerous and varied 
sources demonstrates conclusively that the best interests 
ef the country as a whole were safeguarded with fairness 
and equal treatment to all concerned. No demobilization 
in history has presented problems of greater magnitude 
or complexity ; and none has been carried out in a mere 
expeditious, thorough, or orderly manner.” J 

In the beginning of the fiscal year treated in this re- 
port there were still over 300,000 troops of the A.E.F. in 
France. Of their return and demobilization the report 
says that the embarkation by mouths from the Americau 
Expeditionary Forces after July 1, 1919, was as follows: 
July, 215,607; August, 90,863; September, 24,948; Oc- 
tober, 16,312; November, 4,024; December, 2,662. The 
total number debarked in the United States to June 50, 
192), was 2.056.835. . . . 

January, 1920, found the American forces in Europe, 
in addition to the Graves Registration Service and a 
few officers and men on special missions, to consist of 
the American Forces in Germany, the A.E.F. lheadquar- 
ters having been discontinued in Europe upon the return 
of General Pershing in September, and headquarters of 
the American Forces in France having been discon- 
tinued upon the return of Brig. Gen. W. D. Connor in 
January. : 

Building Up the New Army. 


The reorganization of the Army upon a new and ‘per- 
manent: basis, the report states, “brought up many. new

Congressional 
action” with referenee to Army reorganization legisla- 
tion. He quotes ‘sta&teéments made in his report for 1919

tion proposed by the. War Departmient for an Army of 
500,000 men. This plan, it will be remembered, received 
little consideration by Congress. ‘The report .ends this 
discussion. with the statement: . — 


“After.tbe most extended series of shearings ‘on Army 7 
ouses, 2 


organization in the .historg .of both the Arm 
Reorganization act of June 4, 1920,-was finally. enact 
by Congress. This act provides for  Regular.Army.of 
approximately. 280,000 men, and 17,700 officers....It does 


not provide. for universal military tuaining, nor for the 


application of the draft system in future emergencies.: 
It may be stated without qualification-that an adequate 
reserve of,trained: seldiers, available for use in an emer- 
gency,.is_ the. essential prereguisite.to any effective plan 
for natiopal defense, and that the creation and mainte- 
nance of such a reserve without universal training-is im- 
possible. The act.of June. 4, 1920, however, has afforded 
a definite basis. for proceeding.with the.reorganization of 
the Army. The General Staff is now engaged in the 
preparation of the necessary plans in this connection and 
this work is well under way. 


The General Steff. 


As to the General Staff and its personnel the report 
states: 

“In my previous report I outlined the development dur- 
ing the war of the organization of the General Staff, as 
preseribed by .G.O. 80, War Dept., Aug. 26, 1918. This 
general organization, which was,evolved from the experi- 
ence gained during the war, has functioned during the 
past year with the same high degree of efficiency and 
satisfaction as during the war. The reorganization act 
of June 4, 1920, in addition to providing for such num- 
bers of General Staff officers with troops as might be 
required, provides for a War Department General Stef 
of eighty-eight, exclusive of general officers, and removes 
the restrictions contained in the National Defense ojgt 
as to the number of these officers that could be emplored 
en duty in the War Department. These provisions 
should promote to a meterial degree the development of 


a General Staff adequate and properly organized to per- 
form the requisite functions which experience has shown 
to be imperatively required of it if the military program 
is to be promptly and effectually carried out either in 
peace or in war. 

“On June 30, 1920, the strength of the General Staff 
Corps was 168 (including 92 temporary General Staff 
officers), a reduction of 85 during the year. There were 
at this time 152 officers detailed for duty with the Gen- 
eral Staff in Washington, a reduction of 243 during the 
year. Of the 138 General Staff officers on duty in Wash- 
ington on June 30, 1920, 81 were temporary General 
Stull of—cers and 57 were regulariy detailed members of 
the General Staff Corps. There were approximately 396 
civilian clerks employed in the various divisions of the 
General Staff on that date, a reduction of approxi- 
mately S97 during the year. 

“Throughout the year ending June 30, 1920, the fol- 
lowing officers, as assistants to the Chief of Staff, were 
in charge of these divisions: Major Gen. Henry Jervey 
(promoted brigadier general, Regular Army, on April 
30, 1920), Director of Operations; Major Gen. George 
W. Burr, Director of Purchase, Storage and Traffic Divi- 
sion; Major Gen. William G. Haan, Director of War 
Plans Division; Brig. Gen. Mariborough Churchill, Di- 
recior of Military Intelligence. In addition to the fore- 
suing chiefs of divisions, Major Gen. Frank McIntyre, 
until Dee. 31, 1919, and Major Gen. William M. Wright, 
since that date, as the executive assistant to the Chief 
of Staff, served as my principal assistant and acted as 
Chief of Staff in my absence. Col. Fulton Q. C. Gard- 
mee se.v~d as secretary of the General Staff throughout 
the year.” 


Completion of Demobilization. 


Seventy-four pages of the report are devoted to the 
work performed by the various divisions of the General 
Staff during the period covered by General March's re- 
view. These included the Operations Division, the War 
Plans Division, the Military Intelligence Division, and 
the Purchase, Storage and Traffic Division. Under the 
Operations Division the most important work done was 
the conduct of the demobilization centers, one of the chief 
things accomplished being a marked reduction in the 
cost of operation. The repert states, as to this: 

“The total cost of operation, including all overhead, of 
the demobilization centers for the months of Aprii, May, 
June, July and August is shown below, together with 
the number of men discharged and transferred for dis- 


charge and the average cosi per man for each month”:

13,500 men enlisted or drafted for the emergency still 
undischarged on Jan. 1, 1920. Some 4,600 of these were 
released’ in January, 2,300 in February, and 2,600 in 
March, leaving only about 4,000 men enlisted or drafted 
for the emergency remaining in the Army on April 1, 
1920.

Work of War Plans Division, : 

Among the important studies made by the War Plans 
Branch of the War Plans Division are those for. the or- 
ganization of the Army under the act of June 4, 1920, 
and‘on war plans and defense projects. On these topics 
the report. says of the work: of this division: 

“New ideas and methods of combat-on the sea, on 
land, and in the air have co materially modified our ideas 
of coast defense that it has become necessary to revisé 
all of our coast defense ‘projects and plans. Accordingly, 
the committee on war plans and defense projects has 
during the year. developed a scheme of coast defense 
basically different from those heretofore prepared. Two 
important confidential memoranda on-this subject were 
issued during the t year, and*to ‘enable territorial 
commanders properly to carry out- their mission effort 
has been made to provide department commanders with

for by the interested divisions of the General Staff and 


the various services concerned.” 
Educction in the Army. 


Referring to the general plan of the General Service 
Schools and the proposed changes in the length of the 
educational course the report states: 

“The General Service Schools consist of the School 
of the Line and the General Staff School at Fort Leay- 
enworth, Kas., and the General Staff College in Wach- 
ington. In G.O. No. 112, Paragraphs Nos. 20 to 24, in- 
clusive, are-given the general provisions for these schos!s 
The full course for the General Service Schools, 2: “C 
scribed in G.O. No. 112, covers a period of four years, the 
third year consisting of duty with troops of arms other 
than those with which the student has previously served. 
It has been decided to omit the third year for the present 
and instead of sending the officers to serve with other 
arms of the Service they are given a brief course of ob- 
servation and instruction at certain special service 
schools of other arms and will go directly then to the 
General Staff College. The matter of permanently re- 
ducing the educational course to three years instead of 
four years is now under consideration. The introduction 
of the single list and the opportunities for officers to 
serve with other arms of the Service made practicable by 
concentrating our troops in larger camps, wou!d indicate 
that perhaps this year’s work with other arms can be 
eliminated permanently. The General Sia College has 
been added, as will be noted, to the educational system 
as a genuine training school. The Army War College 
was hardly a training school, but was rather a function- 
ing part of, or a division of the General Staff; and while 
a certain amount of training wes given to officers de- 
tailed to the course at the Army War College, its work 
cannot be classed fully in the line of staff college train- 
ing. The General Staff College, however, as now estab- 
y nee is the highest military training school of the 

rmy. 

The educational project for the enlisted man shows 
that: “Eighteen main departments of study have been 
mapped out comprising 119 different subjects. All 
courses, obviously, cannot be conducted at all posts and 
camps, but consistent with its facilities every camp, 
post, or station offers the maximum choice in general 
education and vocational training. The number of sub- 
jects taught in the different camps varies from ten to 
forty, and about 3,500 classes are being conducted 
throughout the Service in which nearly 100,000 soldiers 
are enrolled... The latest reports from the Service fur- 
nish the foliowing statistics :

It therefore seems wiser to devote appro- 
priations to experiments and development rather than te 
‘ttempt te round out the present Field Artillery equip- 
ment. In this connection I cannot too strongly urge the 
necessity of «annual appropriations of a reasonable 
amount to enable the Ordnance Department, in co-opera- 
tion with the Vield Artillery, to pursue an experimental 
und development program of reasonable proportions. It 
must not be forgotten that the design, test and perfection 
of a new weapon is the work of years, and consequently 
this must be accomplished in time of peace if the weapon 
to be veady within a reasonable time after the out- 
brenk of war.” 





Dece'opment of the Reserve Officers. 


Une of the most important projects undertaken during 
the past year is the development of the Reserve Officers’ 
‘training Corps units. About 5,000 students are now tak 
ug the Field Artillery course at twenty-two of the larg- 
est universities in the country. Harmonious relations 
were established with the college authorities and imost 
sratifying results are being obtained. 

Every effort has been made- during the year to obta‘n 
“ws many Reserve officers as practicable, with the result 
that the Field Artillery now has over 8,000--a number 
sreater than its entire enlisted strength at the outbreak 
of the war. Wtealixing that the men who had been offi- 
cers during the war, but who have now gone back to 
civil life after accepting Reserve commissions, needed all 
their time and energies to re-establish themselves in 
business, no attempt has been made to carry on their 
‘vaining except such as can be done by furnishing inter- 
vsting and instructive bulletins. Later, it is planned to 
ake the instrnetion of these officers more coniprehensive, 
in order that they may more closely keep abreast of de- 
velopments in the Vield Artilléry. 

Realizing that the day of the horse is passing as a 
tractive power, four light regiments have been motorized 
for experimental purposes. Up to the present time the 
shortage of enlisted men has been too great to permit a 
thorough test of these regiments to enable any conclu- 
sions to be reached. Considerable data have, however, 
heen accumulated and experiments will be continued un- 
til sufficient infermation has been obtained to justify 
sound conclusions as to the substitution of motors for 
horses throughout the Field Artillery. Again, as the time 
lost by mules due to sickness and injury in the war was 
only about one-tenth that lost by horses, one battery of 
Field Artillery las been equipped with these animals in 
place of horses. It is premature to draw any conclusions 
and the experiments will be continued. 

Vive officers of Field Artillery have been pursuing 
special courses during the year at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and at the University of Chi- 
‘ago. The authority to so specialize in the training of 
“ficers will be very largely used as soon as the present 
condition of officer shortage improves and permits send- 
ng mere officers away from troops. 

On June 30, 1920, vacancies in the commissioned per- 
sonnel of the Field Artillery amounted to thirty-six and 
one-half per cent. of its total authorized strength, author- 
iwi under the old National Defense act. On that date 
Regular Field Artillery officers in the Service totaled 
‘4. ‘There were in service on June 30, 1919, emergency 
officers of Field Artillery to the number of 1,469. On 
June 30, 1940, this number had been reduced to 496. 
Uf the total number of Regular officers of Field Artillery, 
only 28.5 per cent. were serving with regiments. On the 
Oller hand, seventy-one per cent. of the emergency offi- 
cers were performing Field Artillery duty. 

(reneral Snow recommends that vacancies among the 
officers be filled so far as practicable from the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps units of Field Artillery, and in 
this connection says: “A careful analysis of the records 
of the 8,737 ‘graduates of the Field Artillery Central 
Officers’ Training School during the war shows that the 


most satisfactory material for Field Artillery officers is 
found among young college trained men. preferably those 
who have had from two to four years of a technical 
Furthermore, the R.O.T.C. units have been put 
on such a bus's that officers obtained from them will be 
very well grounded in the fundameutals ef the military 
profession before their entrance juto the Service. I be 
lieve that with conditions as they exist in the Army at 
this time, it is both practicable and advisable to fill the 
vacancies in the grade of second lieutenant deliberately 
and carefully and from the best available sources.” 

The maximum number of Field Artillery officers in the 
U.S. Army during the past emergeney at any one time 
was approximately 23,500. The Field Artillery officers in 
the Reserve Corps section on June 30, 1920, number 
7.936, or thirty-three per cent. of ‘the total number of 
trained Field Artillery officers in this country. “It is be- 
lieved,” says General Snow, “that hardly enough time 
has passed for the reaction against everything military 
to set in, but that this can be looked for in the near fu 
ture, resulting in an appreciable increase in the number 
of Reserve Corps officers. The present enrollment of the 
Reserve Corps represents those officers who have re 
quested Reserve Corps commissions on demobilization or 
subsequent to demobilization, and who are high types of 
useful, cuthusiastic and interested men.” 

“Due to the policy whieh existed in the War Depart 
ment prior to the passage of the act of June +, 1920, 
namely, disallowing coueurrent commissions in the Na 
tional Guard and the Reserve Corps. practically no Re- 
erve officer occupying a National Guard status will be 
found included in this report as of June 50. However. 
under the provisions of the new act, whic! 


course, 


il wirely tullows 
the National Guard officers to hold Reserve Corps con 
missions, it is expeeted that the ranks ‘of the Field Arti! 
lery Reserve will be materially imereassd in the neas 
future in all grades from brigadier gene:al to second 
lientenant.” 

General Snow, in speaking of the handican in training 
Field Artillery owing to the great shortage of officérs 
during the major portion of the period covered by his 


report, states that in many regiments it was impossible 
io do much more than the necessary guard duty and fa 
tigue. He goes at length into the splendid schools of 


Field Artillery at‘Forts Sill, Okla.. and Camp Zachary 
Taylor, Ky. At Fort Sill shops were being installed for 
the instruction of battery meckanies, motor mechanics, 
carpenters, painters, draftsmen and stenographic clerks. 
By Jane 1, 1921, all courses. should be in operation, with 
classes of the following Field Artillery specialists: Me- 
chames, motor mechanies, saddilers, stable 
ergaunts, carpenters, master sergeants, clerks. communi 
cation specialists, topographers and painters. The schools 
at Camp Knex, Ky.. and Camp Bragg. N.C., are also de 
scribed and praised, and their retention for training is 
recommended as essential. 

General Snow believes there will be a healthy growth 
of Bield Artillery units in the National Guard during 
the coming fiscal year. The Field Artillery on June 30, 
1920, had an estimated strength of 808 per cent. of the 
authorized strength of 37,000 under the Reorganization 
act.

RiVORT OF INSPECTOR GENERAL, U.S.A. 

In his annual report for the fiscal year ending June 
50, 1920, Major Gen. Jolin L. Chamberlain, Lospector 
General, U.S.A.. in speaking of the reorganization of the 
Army, says:-““The Army is now in process of reorganiza- 
tion, under the act of June 4, 1920, and there appears io 
be no doubt that at least three provisions of that act will 
result in a marked increase in efficiency, viz.: First, the 
single list for promotion, which will remove a long- 
standing cause of friction and dissatisfaction, and re- 
lieve officers from anxiety as to injustice in promotion ; 
second, the provision which authorizes the President to 
fix, within limits, the strength and organization of the 
various arms; third, the authorization of a chief for 
each of the several combatant arms.” 

As to the commissioned personnel, General Chamber- 
lain says: “Reports of inspections throughout the Army 
show that, with few exceptions, commissioned officers are 
zealous, hard working and efficient. But few cases: of 
misconduct have been reported. The recent drastic reg- 
ulations for the climination of inefficient officers, pre- 
scribed by Congress in the Reorganization act, will un- 
doubtedly prove a great stimulus for increased effort on 
the part of officers and result in greatly increased effi- 
ciency.” It is believed, the report adds, that discipline 
throughout the Army generally is now satisfactery. 

Of the enlisted personnel, General Chamberlain says: 
“Reports agree that the character of the recruits ob- 
tained just after demobilization and until the beginning 
of the present year was not up to the pre-war standard, 
the men being generally young, undersized, illiterate, and 
large numbers unable to make themselves understood in 
the English language. Recently a marked improvement 
in the character of recruits obtained has been noted, and 
inspections have shown that really remarkable work has 
been done by officers in the training of these men. It is 
believed that the character of the recruits now being ob- 
tained is, in the main, satisfactory.” 

US. Military Academy. 

Conditions at the U.S. Military: Academy are generally 
satisfactory. Keports indicate that hazing, although 
much less than in former times, has not yet been entitely 
eradicated. The Inspector General adds that the marked 
departure in sending the corps of cadets to Camp Dix, 
N.J., for the summer’s practical training and instruction 
leaves instruction of the new cadets reporting at West 
Point this year in the hands of the commissioned officers 
on duty at the Academy. 

Vocational Training. 

teports indicate that the proper method of allotting 
time for vocational and military training has not yet 
been worked out. The questions te be decided, General 
Chamberlain says, appear to be whether vocational and 
military training should be conducted during the same 
period or whether the two should be conducted separately 
and which training should -be conducted first; also 
whether vocational training should be conducted at the 
smaller posts or whether departmental schools should be 
established and men sent from the smaller posts to these 
schools to take the training and then returned to their 
commands. The system established at Watertown Arse- 
nal is reported by oue inspector to accomplish good re- 
sults. Here the men alternate a month at a time in the 
shops and in the barracks. One solution of the problem, 
suggested by an experienced inspector, is to allot ihe 
time according to the West Point system, where the day 
is econoraically divided for theoretical and practical 
work. It is also reported that in general soldiers at the 
purely technienl schools do not receive cnough mititary 


instruction during the courses. The majority of reports 
from commanding cflicers and inspectors appear to indi- 
cate that whatever system is adopted recruits should first 
receive an intensive course of military training, with a 
view to laying a sound foundation for future military 
education before being given a course of instruction in 
their chosen vocation. 

It is believed that all civilian iustructors should be 
climinated as soon as possible and commissioned officers 
and enlisted men take their place. “If instructors are not 
officers or enlisted men,” -says General Chamberlain, 
“there is a tendency to develop a laxity of discipline. 
There alse appears to be a necessity for special schools 
at which commissioned officers should be required to be 
trained in order to fit them for instructors and super- 
visors.” General Chamberlain believes that the appli- 
catory system in connection with military training should 
be enforeed in all unit schools, as well’ as in other 
branches of the Service, where the system was found to 
accomplish excellent results. 

Clothing, Arms and Hquipment. 

In speaking of clothing, arms and equipment, it is 
stated that reports indicate that the present system of 
issuing clothing is not entirely satisfactory, and that a 
return should be inade, in the interests of economy and 
contentment, to the old system where each enlisted man 
is given a clothing allowance. The present Service arms 
und equipment appear to be generally satisfactory, but 
the several equipment boards of the several arms have 
been conducting exhaustive tests with a view to adopting 
such changes as results of the late war and improvements 
in existing models demand. The reports of these boards 
are now being considered by the General Staff, and will 
undoubtedly result in the adoption of improved types. 

Reports indicate general dissatisfaction with the high 
collar of the Service coat, both on the part of officers and 
enlisted men. This subject has been discussed a number 
of times, and the type of collar decided upon by the War 
Department, but it appears that the almest unanimous 
wish of officers and enlisted men of the Army is that a 
change be made in the collar. It is reeommended that this 
subject be again taken up for consideration by the War 
Pepartment. It is recommended that the wearing of 
braid on the officer’s overcoat to indicate rank be discon- 
tinued, and that the braid be replaced by a single band as 
is now worn on tlre Service coat, and that the insignia 
to indicate rank be worn on the shoulders of the overcoat 


_and raincoat. It is also recommended that offecers having 


i blue uniform be authorized to wear this uniform when 
off duty after sundown. These uniforms were purchased 
at ereat expense by officers because required to do so by 
War Department orders, and it would ‘appear only just 
to permit them to be worn as indicated, at least until 
they become unserviceable. 

A great deal of dissatisfaction has been reported on the 
part of enlisted men because they have been required to 
wear salvaged uniforms. <A large number of these uni- 
forms are on Land and, of course, until they are disposed 
of, enlisted men will be obliged to wear them. It is 
urged, however, that every recruit be issued at least one 
new, well-fitting uniform, complete, when he cnters the 
Service, and that every unit commanding officer be re- 
quired to see that this is done. Nothing is so liable to 
cause a recruit to lose his self-respect and to excite dis- 
content as to issue him an unkempt, misfitting, mis- 
matehed uniform. In this connection it is recommended 
that cnlisted men attending drills which soil the uniferm 
be permitted to wear overalls in order to protect their 
uniform. 

The ration appears to be ample and satisfactory. 
There has been some complaint, however, as to the service 
of food in some of the hospitals, that the food is cold 
when served, that care is not taken in its preparation, 
and that some of-the attendants serving the food are un- 
tidy in appearance. ‘these defects have been taken up 
for correction. ' 

“It is recommended that before the sale of surplus 
supplies by any department or bureau of the Government 
is made, says General Chamberlain, “a list of the sup- 
plies to be sold be furnished every other department or 
bureau. The necessity for this appears to be indicated 
by a recent special investigation, which developed the 
fact that one department of the Government sold a quan- 
tity of cement to a civilian at $1 per ton, and that 
tons of this material were immediately resold to another 
department of the Government, te Utilities Department, 
Army Supply Base, for $6 per tc... Hlad the lecal Utili- 
ties officer known that this cement was to be sold the 
Government would have been saved the loss indicated in 
the above-mentioned transaction.” 

Notwithstanding frequent changes ‘un the commanding 
generals of some divisions, all the divisions are reported 
generally well administered. 


American Forces in Germaty. 


The report of the senior inspector on duty with the 
American Forces in Germany irlicates that troops 
are in excellent condition as ty administration, disci- 
pline and training, except as to proficiency in target 
practice. ‘The principal reason given by the mspector 
for this unsatisfactory condition is that as this, for 
many of the captains and lieutenants, was their first 
season On the target :ange, they were not proficient in- 
structors for their men, many of whom were also on the 
target range for their first season. 

‘fhe inspector states that experiments have been can- 
ducted with an increased cadence step for reviews, called 
the “march-by step at 130.” He states that this is a 
marked improvement over the step at 120, and recom- 
mends that experiments be tried throughout the Army 
at this cadence, or better, a cadence of te 132 steps. 
Experiments along the same line have been made at 
West Point, with satisfactory results. “It is recom- 
mended,” says General Chamberlain, “that this subject 
be given consideration by the General Staff, if this has 
not already been done.” 

Jonditions in the Philippine, Hawaiian and Panama 
Cana! Departments are reported satisfactory. General 
dissatisfaction is reported in the Hawaiian Department 
with the Service hat. “A suitable headgear for the 
tropics has been under discussion by the Army since the 
time we entered the Philippines,” says General Chamber- 
lain, “and, up to the present time, no headgear has been 
devised which was found to be an improvement on the 
Service hat. It is recommended, however, that this sub- 
ject be referred to the equipment branch of the opera- 
tions division of the General Staff for consideration.” 

Relations with civil authorities and civil population 
near posts and cantonments have been reported excellent, 
Service clubs are said to have greatly contributed to the 
recreation and contentment of men. Great improvement 
is reported in the care of public animals, but the care of 
vehicles is mot entirely satisfactory. ‘he Remount ser- 
vice, general service schools, Veterinary service, are re- 
ported satisfactory, as is also the salvage of materials 
and supplies. The post exchange system is not yet sat’s- 
factory, and the subject is now under discussion by the 
General Staff, with a view ‘to making a radical change in 
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the present system. Whatever chang.+ are adopted, .it 
is believed that each exchange at the statien should be 
subject to the jurisdiction of the commanding officer of 
that station.

OPINIONS OF THE J.A.G. OF THE ARMY. 
Trial of Recrutt by Court-Martial. 

The commanding general, Sth Corps Area, requested 
au opinion concerting the legality of the trial by G.C.M. 
ef a reeruit of the 26th Recruit Company, C.A.C. It ap- 
pears that the case was originally referred to the Cen- 
tral Department, which transferred it to the Sth Corps 
Area, but it was returned to the Central Department. 
The accused had not been arraigned in the Central De- 
partment prior te the receipt of instructions frem The 
Adjutant General. The Judge Advocate General, hew- 
ever, is of the epinion that the said instructions were 
merely direetory, pot mandatory, henee the trial by Cen- 
tral Department court-martial was legal. 

Tracel Allowance for Wife of Cadet. 

In regard to the transportation of the wife of a cadet 
upon graduation from the U.S. Military Academy to his 
first duty station, the Judge Advocate General states: 
The act of May 18, 1920, Sec. 12, provides for transpor- 
tation of families of officers upou permanent change of 
station, bat, under the Comptroller's ruling, the change 
to first duty station of a eadet is not permanent change 
ef station within the meaning of the statute. The in- 
quiry in this case was made in behalf of 2d Lieut. J. W. 
Moreland, Corps of Engrs. 

Trecel Allowance for Retired Officer's Family. 

In regard to the transpertation for the family of Col. 
A. IE. Dade, U.S.A., retired, upon his relief from active 
duty, the J.A.G. peints eut that the Comptreller has held 
that such travel by a retired offierr is net change of sta- 
tion such as to entitle him to benefit frem the act of 
May 18, 1920. 

Insufficient Evidence to Justify Charges. 

On the question of whether Capt. Leo V. Lannen. 
A.S.A., may be convicted in trial by G.C.M. on the accu- 
sation that he conspired with two civilians toe accom- 
plish an unauthorized change iv specifications of a con- 
tract — the Government, such changes being advan- 
tageous fe the contractors. for which Captain Lannen re- 
evived compensation, the J.A G.'s opinion is that the in- 
vestigation im this case did not show sufficient evidence 
to justify preferrmg charges against Captain Launen, 

Refund of Pay by Retired Officer. 

Ou request for opinion as to whether a retired officer 
shall be required to refund certain pay which he has re- 
ceived by reason of temporary appointments te higher 
grades which were net accepted until after his demotion 
therefrom, the J.A.G. states: Under the Comptroller's 
decision of April 24, 1920, it is clear that Capt. Fred W. 
Hershler, retired, ix not entitled to the pay and allow- 
unees under his temporary appointment to higher grades 
prier te aceeptance thereof. 

Stoppage of Pay of Soldier. 

Relative to the stoppage of payment to Pvt. W. T. 
Hildebrant, Med. Dept.. Fort Thomas, Ky., for damages 
done to an automobile belonging te a civilian in the 
street as a result of a collision with an ambulance the 
soldier was driving, the J.A.G. states: A board of offi- 
cers found that the accident was due to negligence of the 
soldier, and recommended stoppage of pay under Article 
of War 105. This office has previously held that stoppage 
of pay under Articie of War 105 was not authority for 
damage caused by disverderly conduct as per Article of 
War S!. but the Comptroller has held differently. There- 
fore the pay of solliers may be stopped for damages 
caused by mere negligence.

TALE OF A NAVY OFFICER'S PLUCK.

“According to the stery, the Brooks, which was in the 
Baltic with the Pittsburgh and the Frederick about th 
time the Pittsburgh went aground, went through the 
Kiel Canal a day in advance of the othe? vessels and 


passed out to sea, but was recalled by a radio message 
from the admiral and told to await the admiral. Ie- 
turning through the canal, the Brooks, aceording to the 
story, anchored in the harbor of Kiel. Soon after an- 
chor had been dropped. it appears, the German com- 
mandant of the port sent word to the ship's commander 
that the warship had no permission from the German 
government to remain in the harbor. He reminded the 
American commander that the United States was still 
at war with Germany and suggested that he take his 
ship to sea beyond the three-mile limit. 

“To that message Commander Ellyson is said to have 
retorted that he had been ordered into the harbor by his 
own admiral and had hoisted a signal asking to be as- 
signed a berth, but had received no response. There- 
upon, it is reported, the German commandant informed 
him that if the ship did not proceed to sea at once she 
would be cannonaded. The story proceeds that Com- 
mander Ellyson then ordered a supply of ammunition 
and the manning of his guns and declared that if he was 
fired upon he would return the fire. . 

“Nothing happened. The next day the Brooks joined 
Admiral Huse’s squadron on the way to sea. What 
threatened to be a serious international ineident was 
passed over by both sides and allowed te drop entirely.” 





BATTLe Or JUPLAND NARRATIVE POSTPONED. 
Announcement has been made by the -British Admi- 
ralty that the original plan of publishing a narrative of 


the Battle of Jutland, compiled by Capt. J. E. T. Har- 
per as a separate volume, bas been abandoned and that 
all the material (‘aptain Harper and his assistants had 


gathered together is te be given te Sir Julian Corbett 
to be incerperated in his official history of the. British 
navy’s work in the Werld War. ‘The London Engineer, 
from which we take this statement, says that the an- 
nevncement “has occasioned profound disappointment 
amony naval officers and students of naval affairs” and 
expresses the hope that the Admiralty will reconsider 
its decision. One reason given for the change in plan is 
the belated diseovery of “a mass of information from 
unofficial German sources.” ‘The Engineer makes the 
comment on this that it is not easy te comprehend why 
such a discovery as this “should prejudice or vitiate a 
plain reeord of the Jutland action as seen from our 
side.”

NORTH CAROLINA WAR SERVICE MEDAL. 

The state of North Cr rolina is issuing « medal to ex- 
Service men of the We-td War who enlisted from that 
state. These medals are being issued to those withim the 
state through the several chapters of the American Red 
Cress. Issue to men outside the state will be made di- 
rectly from The Adjutant General's Officer, Raleigh, 
N.C., upen application. Brig. Gen. J. Van B. Metts, 
A.G. of North Carolina, has sent out instructions to Red 
(‘ress organizations, and also a letter to applieants out- 
side the state, giving information as to these whe are 
eligible and what is required for the individual to receive 
ome of the medals, whieh will be of interest to many 
North Carolina men now ip the Army, Navy er Marine 
Corps. 

Each person whe served in the U.S. Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps between April 6, 1917, and Nov. 11, 1918, 
is entitled te a medal, provided he had resided in the 
state not less than three months prior to entry inte ser- 
vice or is a native born Nerth Carolinian. Members of 
the Regular Services, er who served therein, are entitled 
to a medal provided they gave the state as their residence. 

*Cadets at the U.S.MLA. er N.A. between the above men- 
tiemed dates are ctigible. 

Applicants in the state should apply to the nearest 
Red Cross chapter. They must submit discharge certifi- 
cate, or certified copy. Lf not possible to appear in per- 
son, application blanks will be furnished by mail upon 
request for those outs'de the state. The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Office, Raleigh, N.C., will supply necessary blanks 
pen request. As there are no funds available for use in 
connection with issuing the medals, funds appropriated 
by the legislature having been exhausted in purchasing 
them, it is suggested that Red Cress chapters make 
every effort to get the men to call for their medals in 
person, with a view to eliminating cost of postage, etc. 
In the case of those persons killed in action, or died of 
wounds or disease, the nearest of kin will be entitled to 
receive medals upon presentation of proper evidence. 

Applieations submitted to The Adjutant General of 
North Carolina by persons residing outside the state 
should be accompanied by discharge certificate or certified 
copy, or other positive evidence of service.

The War Department has assembled in one pamphlet, 
entitled “War Department Peliey with Reference to the 
Disposal of Draft Deserters,” numerous announcements 
that have appeared from time to time in our columns, 
with one exeeption, that being Section XI, whieh is 
concerned with showing the distinction between draft 
deserters and draft delinquents. On this point the War 
Department states: “There has been considerable confu- 
sien between the terms ‘draft deserters’ and ‘draft de- 
linquents,” and many people do not realize that the two 
classes are entirely different and distinct .from each 
other. Draft deserters are men who registered, who 

ere ordered by the draft authorities to report for mili- 
tary duty at a specified time and place, and who did not 




















so report as ordered. Such men are by law held to have 
been inducted into the military Serviee of t! United 
States, where they remain until they are charged 
from the Service. They are subjeet to trial the mili- 
tary court-martial for their offense f desertion. Draft

It will continue its investigation il each indi- 
vidual ease is gone into, and those whose offense is fonnd 
to be willful prosecuted. The Department of Justice 
has shown a st helpful and co-operative spirit in 


assisting the War Department to apprehend draft de- 

rters, and in turn the War Department is desirous of 
assisting the Department of Justice in the disposal of 
draft delinquents as far as it properly can. The War 
Department fully realizes that controlling considerations 
of the national welfare and security demand that the 
offense of draft delinqueney be no more overlooked than 
that of draft desertion. ‘The vigorous and thorough work 
of the Bareau of Investigation, Department of Justice, 
in systematically searching out draft delinquents and 
bringing the wilful ones to trial cannot be too highly 
commended.”

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DECORATION FOR CITATION IN ORDERS. 


‘Yo Tur Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAV¥ JOURNAL: 

It would seem most fitting that the War Department 
take proper steps towards providing a suitable decora- 
tion for gallantry in action to be awarded to the mem- 
bers of those American Expeditionary Forces who were 
cited in orders from the headquarters of the commander- 
in-chief. ‘The decoration might be a silver cr bronze 
eross of suitable artistie merit, to be known as the Mili- 
tary or War Cross. It is the general opinion that such 
a decoration would be more appropriate in recognizing 
the gallantry of a number of members of the A.E.F. 
who while rendering gallant service did not qualify for 
the award of the Medal of Honor or the Distinguished 
Service Cross. 

‘The adoption of such a decoration would go far in 
ereating high morale and is recommended for favorable 
consideration by the Staff. The effect of such 
an award on morale of the Military Establishment 





and for that matter on the civilian population ‘ould 
without doubt be very great. :

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INTERPRETATION OF SECTION 224A. 
To THE Eprrok or tue AgMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Relative to arrangement of the Single List I desire 
to take exception to the interpretation of the third para- 
graph of Section 242 (of the act of June 4. 1920), which 
reads: “Captains and leutenants of the Regular Army 
and Philippine Scouts, originally’ appo‘nted since April 
G6, 1917, shall be arranged among themseives, according 
to their commissioned serviee rendered prier to Nov. 11, 
1918.” 

“Among themselves” means, in my opinion, nothing 
more or less than the military phrase “in their respec- 
tive grades.” It is an expression of evil life rather 
then of the military. The men who framed this act no 
doubt meant that cach class should be arranged by itsel;, 
according to length of serviee between the dates named. 
Why use the phrese at all if the interpretation is as 
stated? 

It is ineonceivable that the framers of the bl) sheuld 
have carefully arranged fer the selection of fit material 
for officers by examination before military boards of 
high rank, and final seleetion and clavsifiexnt'on of the 
offiecrs in she grades best fitted, in one pe-agraph; and 
in the follewing ene, to literally cast this t» the winds, 
and state that all of the above is of no cons. ga. nee, that 
the oldest man im length of service, even cBough it be 
but a day, shall new be first promoted. Twice prometed 
if weeessary, so that a second lieutenant may rank the 
¢euptain of a day's less service, who may have even been 
# majer during the war and rank high umong the eap- 
tains. Yet the former will become a major first. Think 
of the many eases that you knew of ard tind the justice 
in such an interpretation. Why did Congress arrang: 
f4r elassification at all? Why were the boards not in- 
strueted to select all second lieutenants and then ar 
range for the oldest to become captains, the next 
older (in pomt of service) to become antomatically first 
lieutenants until all vacancies were filled and the re- 
mainder te remain second lievtenants? This was not 
dene as it was net contemplated that suel should be the 
ease. 

Admitted they were a little erude, from a military 
point of view, in using the expression “among them- 
selves,” but they amplify it by their further instructions 
in the matter of appointing boards to classify the offieers 
selected into grades aceording to education, character, 
experience, civil and military, general ability, former 
ratings, etc. Congress then went still further to arrange 
that in each grade, or “among themselves” as they put 
it, the War Department shall arrange the officers ac- 
cording to the length of commissioned serviee between 
the dates given. In the event that an appointee of July 
1 and a Regular shall have the same length of service 
the latter shall be the senior; and between two of the 
vintage of July 1 the older in age shal! be the senior, etc. 

1 can think of a case where a second lieutenant of 
July 1 might even outrank a Regular captain to say 
nothing of all of the Regular first lieutenants. Again it 
is highly detrimental to the efficiency of the Army, and 
the integrity of the men who constituted the various: ex- 
umining beards, that the boards made captains out of 
some applicants solely on account of their ages and eon- 
soled the second lieutenants that they would! only dra 
the increascd pay for a few months, as the lieutenants 
would soon outrank them, or some would at least. The 
beards had no incentive to judge other than fairly. They 
exercised their very best judgment based on a eareful 





examination and recommended the applicant to a eertain 
grade regardless of his age, but because of their belief 
in his ability to meet the problems of that grade. It 


would now be insulting to the personne! of those boards 
for the War Department to revise tho 
men they saw fit to make only second lieut

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UNAUTHORIZED USE OF MILITARY TITLES. 
‘Yo Tug Eprror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JourNar: 

Along with the crusade against the improper use of 
the flag and the uniform it seems to me that emphasis 
might very properly be put upon the use of military 
titles by unauthorized persons. No doubt much is due 
to the recent influence of the war, but the fact remains 
that titles are misused just as much as is the uniform 
of the Army. 

For example, the other day I was asked to become a 
“captain” in an organization to which I belong, my duty 
as such being to take charge of a certain portion of the 
membership and help to secure attendance. I have no- 
ticed that every civic organization in the country, with 
few exceptions, and every “drive” has given birth to a 
host of such titles ranging in rank from colonel down. 
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Another list of offenders are certain secret societies 
which have in connection with them a quasi-mili- 
tury organization. Here we find they are not so modest, 
and the titles in this group go up as high as major gen- 
eral, The worst side of it all is that so many of these 
stick amd every year sees a new crop of heroes. 

Congress owes it to those men who have rendered 
honorable service in the regular and emergency Army to 
sce that the value of titles is maintained at par. ow- 
ever, much can be done along this line without the ac- 
tion of Congress. If every former officer would make 
protest against these practices they would soon cease. 
In the case I mentioned J refused to be a “captain,” but 
offered to be a group or section leader, with the result 
that the society referred to abandoned its whole system 
of military nomenclature.

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NOTES OF THE NAVY. 
{dmiral Cowie Relieved of Allotment Duties. 





Capt. George Brown, jr., Supply Corps, U.S.N., will 
relieve Rear Admiral Thomas J. Cowie, U.S.N., on Dec. 
31 as officer in charge of the Navy Allotment Office, 
Navy Department, but Admiral Cowie will continue cer- 
tain other duties, including the conduct of the Navy 
Mutual Aid. _In this latter work he has won singular 
success and broken all previous records in increasing 
inciabership. 

Resignations of Navy Officers. 


From Nov. 18 to Nov. 24 the Secretary of the Navy 
accepted the resignations of eight officers of the U.S. 
Navy, one permanent and seven temporary. Lieut. M. 8. 
Bender, Med. Corps, was the one permanent officer, and 
the temporary officers were Lieuts. J. A. Judy and L. H. 
Lee, Med. Corps; Lieuts. (j.g.) J. H. Davis and M. K. 
Coleman and Ensign T. J. Keogh. 

Future of Naval Warfare. 

Capt. F. M. Barber, U.S.N., retired, makes further 
comment on the question of the future of naval warfare 
in a letter to the New York Tribune, in which he says: 
“Up to now the development of the battleship has kept 
pace with the development of the locomotive, torpedo and 
the airplane. It will continue to do so. Already it is 
unsinkable by a torpedo and it can carry hundreds of 
anti-aircraft guns. We should continue the construction 
of all the heavy ships now appropriated for and, in addi- 
tion, should increase enormously our submarine und 
aerial craft. Admiral Mahan’s opinion about a divided 
fleet has got nothing to do with our present problem. 
We should have an Atlantic fleet and u Pacific fleet, 
each larger than anything it is likely to meet, because 
the Panama Canal can be blocked overnight.” 


Weekly Census of the Navy. 

The total strength of the Navy on Nov. 22 was 
155,729, including 12,952 officers and 142,777 enlisted 
men. In the Regular Navy there were 11,898 Regular 
and Reserve commissioned officers, warrant officers and 
midshipmen, and 122,888 men. In the Marine Corps 
there were 1,054 Regular and Reserve commissioned and 
warrant officers and 19,418 men. In the Nurse Corps 
there were 471 men. The Navy increase for the week 
was 2,640 and the Marine Corps 282. On an authorized 
enlisted strength of 143,396 the Navy had a shortage in 
the enlisted personnel of 22,871. The Marine Corps, on 
an authorized enlisted strength of 27,400, had a shortage 
of 8,153. 

Intermountain Navy Recruiting District. 

The Intermountain Recruiting District, with the main 
station located in Salt Lake City, Utah, im charge of 
Comdr. R. R. Manna, U.S.N., is at present obtaining 
more recruits than were ever enlisted before in the his- 
tory of the station. Although the population is very 
small and seattered through 387,000 square miles of 
territory, enlistments for the first three weeks of No- 


vember were nearly fifty per cent. greater than during 
the war. The records of enlistments for November since 
the station was opened in 1913 show: 1913—15 re- 


cruits; 1914—33; 1915—21: 1916—19; 1917-—79 war 
enlistments; 1918—none; 1919—45; 1920—112. 
U.S.S. Edsall in Commission.

U.S. Atlantic Fleet Airboat Cruise.

He will re- 
tain his residenes in Washington for there are a number 
of activities, in addition to hos duties a» esident of the 
American Medieal Association, te whieh he desires to 
devote much of his the, Rear Admiral Braisted was 
bern in Ohie Get 2 ISG4, and would not have retired 
1 ge until Ths Ile entered the Service Sept 24. 
1890, and bas hed oa sea duty of nine years and two 
months and a shere duty of ever twenty years. He was 
sen.or officer in his grade Admiral Beaisted was ap 
pointed Surgeou General of the Navy from tlheet surgeon 
of the Atlantic Fleet. “He has,” said Seeretary Daniels, 
“gained distinetion for himself and the Navy by his able 
and efficient service in peace and in war. The country 
knows hew well the Navy's medical department func 
tioned afloat and ashore, overseas and at home, when 
great demands were made upon it during the World War. 
This service was due chiefly to the wise foresight, pre 
paredness and ability of Surgeon General Braisted. He 
stands high with the medical profession as is evidenced 
by the facet that he has been chosen president of the 
American Medical Association, IT cannot pay too high 
tribute to him as a man, as a surgeon, and as an ad 
ministrator.”

Rear Admiral Edward R. Stitt, Medical Cerps, U.S 
N., second ranking officer in his corps, appointed 
Surgeon General of the Navy to succeed Surgeon General 
Braisted, who was retired at his own request Nov, 26, 
was born in North Carolina July 22, IS67, and entered 
the Navy Mareh 23, 1889 He has had ten years and 
nine months of sea service and a shore duty of over 
twenty years. He is now the second ranking officer of 
th Medical Corps. The senior rear admiral in the Medi 
eal Corps is Rear Admiral Cary ‘T. Grayson, Admiral 
Stitt is perhaps the leading authority on tropical dis- 
eases and is regarded as one of the ablest members of 
the Medical Corps. He is now the head of the Naval 
Medical School and many of the younger surgeons in the 
Navy have been under his instruction, He received his 
degree as M.D. from the University of Pennsylvania in 
ISS% and in the same year was appointed assistant sur 
geon in the Navy. In 1917 he was made 2 rear admiral. 
Among other duties he studied at the Londen School of 
Tropical Medicine, in 1905 obtaining a diploma with 
distinction from that school. Later on he bad the op- 
portunity of studying tropical diseases in Egypt and the 
Orient, serving until. the latter part of 1906 at the U.S. 
Naval Hospital, Canacao, PI. Returning to the Naval 
Medical School he taught tropical medicine, in addition 
to having direction of the laboratories of the school. 
Admiral Stitt has done a great deal of professional and 
medico-literary work outside of the immediate demands 
of the service which has tended to shed lustre on his 
profession and his corps. He is at present writing con- 
tributions for ‘Tice’s System of Medicine and for the Ox- 
ford System of Medicine and is serving as an gctive 
member of the committee conducting the tenth revision 
of the United States Pharmacopoeia.

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IE\NLISTMENTS IN NATIONAL GUARD RESERVE. 

Pending the revision of the National Guard Regula- 
tions, now in progress, tentative regulations governing 
enlistments in the National Guard Reserve have been 
approved by the War Department. Assigned Reservists, 
to inelude all officers and enlisted men of the National 
Guard Reserve who are assigned to active organizations, 
and unassigned Reservists, to include all other persons 
commissioned or enlisted in the National Guard Reserve 
but who for pertinent reasons are not assigned to active 
organizations, will compose the National Guard Re- 
serve. Eligibility for enlistment will be limited to: (a) 
Persons who have served not less than four months in 
the U.S. Army, Navy or Marine Corps, in the World 
War; (b) persons who have served not less than one 
year in the Regular Army, the National Guard while in 
the service of the United States. the Navy or the Marine 
Corps, exclusive of the World War period, April 6, 1917- 
Nov. 11, 1918; (c) persons who have served in the Na- 
tional Guard not in the service of the United States for 
not less than three years; (d) persons who have served 
a three-year enlistment in the Organized Reserves and 
have attended a basic course of instruction for enlisted 
men for a period of thirty days during such enlistment. 
Persons ineligible for reasons stated, except .the latter 
class, on account of insufficient service, may receive a 
total credit by valuing one day’s service under (a) class 
as equivalent to three days’ service in (b) class, and to 
nine days’ service in (c) class. All service must be at- 
tested by honorable discharge certificate. Enlistments 
and re-enlistments will be governed with respect to age 
and physical qualifications by current regulations. e 
term of enlistment will be one year for men who served 
not less than four months in the World War, and three 
years for all others. The number of enlisted Reservists 
who-may be assigned to any company, troop or battery 
shall not exceed the number of active enlisted men in 
such unit, provided that the total enlisted strength, active 
and reserve, does not exceed the prescribed war strength 
of such unit. In units whose strength is less than sixty- 
five men, no enlisted Reservists will be assigned until 
the prescribed peace strength in active enlisted men has 
been reached. ; 
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ADMIRAL Bristot Reports ON CRIMEAN SITUATION. 
The Navy Department received the following dis- 
patch on Nov. 22 from Vice Admiral Huse, commanding 
United States naval forces operating in European wa- 
ters, forwarding menage received from Rear Admiral 
Bristol, commanding United States naval forces oper- 
ating in Turkey: “After delay of four days following 
was received from Bristol: “The evacuation of Crimea 
by General Wrangel is proceeding rapidly. Both men-of- 
war and merchant vessels engaged in evacuating civilian 
refugees and the military forces, including about 
wounded, some of whom have already arrived in - 
stantinople. Our vessels are assisting in the evacuation 
of non-combatants, wounded and women and children. 
There are about 40,000 to be evacuated from Crimea, 
and accommodatiors are bad and fuel very scarce and 
expensive.

For the sake of humanity our ships ar: assisting with 
evacuation, but have been given strict orders to avoid 
antagonizing Bo!'<hevists. American citizens, American 
Red Cross, American merchandise and Red Cross sup- 
plies are being evacuated by U.S.S. St. Louis and six 
destroyers, assisted by one Ameriean merchant vessel. 
These ships are also evacuating Russian refugees.’ ” 
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- Army EpucaTional CONFERENCE IN WASHINGTON. 


A conference of civilian educational consultants and 
development specialists will b: held in Washington on 
Dee. 6, 7 and 8 ‘This conference will be conducted by 
the Director of the War [Plans Division, Major Gen. 
William G. Haan, for the purpose of receiving reports 
from these educators, who have just completed tours of 
inspection of the various. Army. schools for enlisted men. 
hese reports will contain a survey of the actual con- 
ditions at the present time of the educational work in 
ihe Army camps, posts and stations, and will inform the 
War Department of any difficulties which have to be 
overcome in order to make it possible for men enlisted 
in the Army to receive an education comparable with 
thai obtained in the best schoo!s of the country. There 
will be drawn up at this time a program for the devel- 
opment of new courses of instruction for the Army 
schools by the educational specialists at the Educational 
and Recreational Special Schoo! at Camp Grant, Il. 


The Army to-day, through its school system, is offering 
to its enlisted personnel an opportunity to obtain an 
education which is both practical and thorough, and 


which embraces both trade training and the fundamen- 
tal subjects of a general cultural course. This school 
system, which bas been eperating for almost one and a 
half years, has proved its worth, not only because it has 
increased the earning power of the students, but because 
it has been of inestimable value in the development of 
intelligent and loya! soldiers and citizens.

CLASSIFICATION OF F.A.O.R.C. 

The office of the Chief of Field Artillery of the United 
States Army has, during the past year, been working on 
and completing the technical records and classifications 
of members of the Field Artillery Reserve Corps, and 
this has involved a large amount of careful work. It is 
now possible for the Chief of Field Artillery to com- 
municate without delay with any officer or number of 
officers who may be required for duty. Should special- 
ist» be required those men who are particularly qualified 
by experience and training can be instantly selected. 
‘The same is true of field officers and battery commanders 
for various types of armament, orienting officers, liaison 
officers, etc. It is likewise possible to easily call into the 
Service the Reserve Corps from a geographical stand- 
point so that should it be decided to administer the Re- 
serve Corps on a corps-area basis, their classification has 
been made. Whenever possible and where officers of 
equal ability are found to exist in various classes this 
classification will be consulted in order to still further 
the work with the least inconvenience to Reserve officers. 
‘or the convenience of Reesrve officers, and where the 
interests of the Service do not demand otherwise. Reserve 
officers have been classified according to their personal 
desires in regard to call to service, as follows: (a) Those 
for immediate service whenever officers in addition to the 
Regular Establishment are desired; (b) for minor emer- 
gency only; (c) for national emergency of foreign war. 





Tests For Avrators WHo Lost Ratrines. 

The Judge Advocate General of the Army has ruled 
that an officer holding a flying rating loses it by separa- 
tion from the Air Serice. Officers now in the Air Ser- 
vice who lost their ratings in this manner are to have 
opportunity to regain their ratings by heavier-than-air 
and lighter-than-air tests. The requirements for aviator 
are the passing of a test formerly known as the J.M.A. 
test in one service type of airplane, and qualifying in 
an oral examination in motors, airplanes and meteorol- 
ogy, and in case of failure in oral examination a writ- 
ten examination will be required. The test for lighter- 
than-air requires demonstration of ability as pilot in 
one or more free balloon flights, the passing of the ob- 
servers’ examination flights, and oral or written exami- 
nation upon the ground subjects of the observers’ course. 
Officers who have been separated from the Air Service 
for less than oue year will be rerated without test. 
There are officers now in the Air Service who, during a 
previous term of service therein, received flying instruc- 
tion which entitled them to a flying rating, but who 
were never actually announced in orders as rated fliers, 
Such officers may submit applications for appropriate 
tatings, and they will be assigned ratings upon success- 
ful completion of examinations and tests required for 
aviators. 
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ADMIRAL CHESTER ON Or SuPPLy, 

Rear Admiral Colby M. Chester, U.S.A., in a commu- 
nication to the New York Herald of Nov. 23 differs with 
Mr. W. C. Teagle, president of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey, who is quoted as saying, in an ad- 
dress before the American Petroleum Institute at Wash- 
ington, D.C., that “many foreign governments are delib- 
erately placing obstacles in the way of those who would 
like to assist in the development of new sources of oil 
supply.” The Admiral observes: “I happen to know that 
the American Government has recently been informed, 
with reference to an early bird American syndicate that 
established a claim for oil in Turkey ten years ago and 
was estop from prosecuting the claim by the breaking 
out of the World War in 1914, that no obstacles would 
be offered by his Majesty’s government to the American 
development of oil lands in Mesopotamia, except to in- 
sist that a royalty on the products should bepaid to the 
administrators of the country to help carry on the gov- 
ernment, which, of course, goes without saying. Let us 
be just before we are critical.” 
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Repuction or U.S. ApMy IN GERMANY. 

The strength of the American Forces in Germany, 
which approximates a brigade, will be reduced gradually 
in compliance with the new tables of organization, but 
no units are to be returned to the United States. Ke- 
duction will be accomplished by returning men whose 
enlistments have expired and who will not be replaced 
The A.F. in G. have certain regiments, battalions and 
auxiliary troops which are to conform to the organiza- 
tion of the same units in the United States. The force 
is organized now on the basis of the divisional strength 
of the A.E.F., and the reduction in strength will be 
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made to conform with the new strength of a division, 
19,384 officers amd men. Reduction will begin when the 
tables of organization are received by Major Gen. Henry 
7. Allen, commanding the A.F. in G., who has been no- 
tified by the War Department that no replacements will 
be sent overseas until his force has been reduced to the 
strength ahthori in the new tables. ‘The AF. in G. 
will then approximate 446 officers and °7,751 enlisted 
men, 
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RESIGNATIONS OF RectLaAR ArMy OPFricres. 

In the two years since the armistice, or between Nov. 
11, 1918, and Noy. 15, 1920, 2,741 officers of the Regular 
Army have resigned their commissions. ‘The total ap- 
proximates twenty-four per cent. of the commissioned 
strength as of Nov. 11, 1918, which was 11,239.

NEW U.S. WARSHIPS. 


The management of the Fore River {(Mass.) plant of 
the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corporation, Lid, announced 
that the keels of the US. battleship Massachusetts will 
be laid soon after New Year's Day. The Massachusetts 
will be larger than any vessel mow in the United States 
Navy. With a length of 660 feet overall and 106 feet 
beam, her displacement will be 43,200 tons. She will 
have electric drive and engines of 60,000 horsepower and 
her speed is to be twenty-three knots. The armament 
will comprise twelve 16-inch guns and a secondary bat- 
tery of sixteen G-inch guns. 

The keel of the battle cruiser Lexington will be laid 
soon after that of the Massachusetts. She will have 
almost exactly the same beam as the Massachusetts, but 
her length overall is to be 880 feet and her displacement 
43,500 tons. Her engines of 18000 hersepewer will 
yield a speed of thirty-five knets under electric drive. 
She will mount eight 16-inch guns and sixteen 6-inch 
guns and also will have eight torpedotubes. These two huge 
warships embody the latest developments in naval con- 
struction and incidentally show hew rapidly types have 
changed in recemt years. The locks of the Panama 
Canal, which are 110 feet wide, will allow enly two fect 
margin on each side for the passage of a vessel of the 
Massachusetts’ beam. 

Two unnamed scout cruisers, with 90,000 horsepower 
engines and a speed of thirty-five knots, also will be 
built at Fore River in the coming year. ‘l'hey are to be 
550 feet long, with 55 feet beam and are each te carry 
eight 6-inch guns. The Fore River plans, which launched 
seventy-one dcstroycrs Guring the war and was the firs 
American shipyard to complete the destroyer contracts 
let im that peried, is now working on naval censtruction 
that will total peewee $75/000;000. Twe AA 
type submarines, 269 feet long, with 1,500 tons displacc- 
ment, which are the largest craft of the kind ever built 
in this couatry, and twelve S type submarines, of 900 
tens displacement and 220 feet length, «re already over- 
beard or on the slips. are soon te be laid for six 
8S beats, 225 feet long. The yard can lay down eighteen 
submarines at one time.

ARMY WINS PULITZER AIR RACE. 


The Army won the Pulitzer trophy in the aerial race 
held at Mitchel Field, N.¥., wnder the auspices of the 
Aero Club of American on Nov. 25. The winner was 
Lient. C. C. Moseley, Air Ser. U.8.A., who flew 132 
miles in a Verville-Packard machine, in 44 minutes, 29 
and 57/100 seconds, an average speed of 178 miles an 
hour. There were twenty-five Army, eight Navy, seven 
Marine Corps and one civilian entrants im the race. 
The Army won seven of the first ten places in the contest 
and the Navy two of the first ten. Among the 36900 
spectators were Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A.; Secre- 
tary of the Navy Daniels; Major Gen. Charles T. Meno- 
her, U.S.A., Chief of Air Service; Brig. Gen. William 
Mitchell, USA. assistant te Chief of Air Service; a 
number of other high ranking officers ef the Army and 
Navy. Also several officers of foreign services, among 
them Commodore lL. E. Chariton, of the British Royal 
Air Force and attaché at the British Embassy. 

The race, ever a course of 160 miles, was most Rpec- 





tacular. Capt. H. E. Hartney, Air Ser., US.A., in a 
Thomas-Morse machine, captured the second Pulitzer 
prize in 47 minutes.

REDUCTION IN ARMY PAPER 

‘rhe board of officers, of which Major «ren. I. © 
Harris, ‘The Adjutant General of the Army, is presi 
dent, recently convencd fo consider the reduction of 
paper work in the Army, has submitted w partial report. 
which has been approved by the Secretary of War. Under 
present regulations communications relating to the per 
sonnel of the Army such as transfers, dixcharges, Jeaves, 
ete., must be transmitted through all intermediate com 
manders to the office which can order the action to be 
taken and after action is taken they are returned through 
the same channels to the writer. Each of these inter 
mediate commanders now must have an indorsement pre 
pared, typewritten in triplicate, recorded and tiled in his 
office, indicating his action, although it may be onl) 
routine in nature, both when the communicntion is pase 
ing to higher authority and on its return. 

The board proposes to eliminate cnutirely from the 
channel some of the offices through which the eommunica- 
tions now pass, and to use stamped indorcsements, whiel: 
would not be recorded or filed in offices in which the 
action is routine, thus greatly reducing beth the clerical 
labor and bulk of files in such offices. ‘T'o point out the 
economy of the new method ‘The A.G. took « typical case 
of this kind of correspondenee as an illustration anil 
showed that in a case where twenty shects of paper, ten 
indorsements and fifteen separate typing cperations ha: 
been reguired under the old method, the new method wil! 
save fifteen sheets of paper and five indorsements, also 
twelve separate typing operations and four records of 
communications received. The amount of this class of 
correspondence in the Army is enormous and it is ap- 
parent that reduction in paper work indicated above for 
one cominunication, when multiplied by the number of 
communications now passing through the various offices, 
will be very great. The board of officers includes Major 
Gen. Peter C. Harris, The A.G.; Brig.

ROTATION OF U.S. ARMY OFFICERS. 
- All ehiefs of the non-combatant branches of the Army 
have been informed by the War Department of the sub 
stitution for Paragraph 40, Army Regulations, of the 
following, which conforms to the Army Reorganization 
act of June 4, 1920: 

(a) In time of peace no officer of the line shall be, or re 
main, detailed as @ member of the General Staff Corps unless 
he has served for two of the next preceding six years in actual 
command of treops of one or more of the combatant arms. 

(b) Command of troops es required above consists of: (1) 
All duty performed between April 6, 1917, and July 1, 1920. 
(2) Duty as student officer at any of Service schools exeept 
those of the non-combatant branches. (3) Duty in command of 
@ territorial department, corps area, Coast Artillery district or 
coast defeuse command; @ post, camp, or station, containing 
tactical combat units of combatant troops; an army, a corps, « 
division or brigade, ® combat regiment or any unit thereof; a 
combat unit of the Air Service or of any other of the combatant 
arms to which the officer has been assigned to command by 
eompetent orders. (4) Assignment to command of a correspond- 
ing unit of the National Guard or Organized Reserves. (5) Ser- 
vice as lieutenant colonel of a combat regiment or a correspond- 
ing unit. L 

(ec) In time of peace every officer serving in a grade below 
that of brigadier general shall perform duty with troops of one 
or more of the combatant arms for at least one in every five 
consecutive years. Duty with combatant troops consists of duty 
as prescribed in sub-paragraph (b) above, or duty in any ca 
pacity with a tactical unit of the combatant arms under the 
command of the commander thereof. 

(d) In making the report required by paragraph 82814, short 
leaves of absence, short periods on sick report, end short pe- 
riods on detached service will not be entered unless the tota! 
detached service under each of the headings named be more 
than thirty days for the calendar year, in which case the total 
in months and days under cach heading will be entered in 
accordence with instructions on the blank form. 

(C.A.R. No. 108, Aug. 14, 1920.) 3. Due to the fact that 
all duty performed between April 6, 1917, and July 1, 1920, 
counts as duty with troops, it will not be necessary, in order te 
comply with the law, to return any officers to duty with troops 
for some time. However, if a system of rotation of officers be- 
tween duty with, and duty away from, troops is not put inte 
effect in the near future it will be necessary to make snch 
sweeping changes in the commissioned personnel now detailed 
away from troops at one time that there will result an unnee- 
essary and undesirable dislocation of many activities when the 
time arrives when 2 large proportion of officers must be re 
lieved in order to comply with the law, Wor this reason, it is 
desired to put into effect as soon as possible a well co-ordinated 
schedule under which a certain proportion of the officers tow 
on duty away from troupe will be relieved each year. 

4. The Secretary of War, therefore, directs that you submit 
directly to The Adjutant General at the earliest practicable 
date a study setting forth your recommendations for the rota- 
tion of officers of your branch between duty with, and dnty 
away from, troops, in compliance with the provisions of Section 
4c of the act of June 4, 1920, aud paragraph 40, AR

and no authority is granted, as heretofore, to obtain 
assistance from National Guard or other sources. As 
the situation now stands it is said to be impossible to 
give necessary attention to the animals, and as a conse- 
quence there will inevitably result a considerable loss 
by death and deterioration which could be avoided if 
sufficient personnel were available. In ‘limiting the per- 
sonnel Congress no doubt had intended that officers of 
the Reserve Corps could be called to active duty, but as 
to this no specifie authority is granted and the shortage 
appears to be unavoidable.

Navy AvIATIon Arps LATIN AMERICA. 
The maintenance of a Navy aviation detachment at 


the submarine base at Coco Solo, Canal Zone, has had 
an encouraging influence on the countries in Central 


America, according to reports reaching the Navy De- 
partment. The operations of the Navy aviators have 
spread interest in aviation, and the result has been in- 
quiries of airplane manufacturers in the United States 
and a lively interest in the adoption of aviation. In 
Central America, as well as in South America, where 
the Navy has assisted various countries in adoption of 
air activities, the Navy is proving a strong influence in 
bringing about a better understanding between the 
United States and the countries in the Pan-American 
Union which. will result in interrelationships believed 
impossible a few years ago. 
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DECLINE OF PREPAREDNESS INTEREST. 

In his volume on “Naval Administration and Warfare” 
Admiral Mahan ‘shys: “More than twenty years ago the 
present writer had occasion to quote-emphatically the 
words: of a French author: ‘Naval Strategy—naval 
strategic. considerations—is as necessary in peace ss in 
war.’” This statement is as true of Army affairs as it 
is of- those 6f the Navy and never. more so than a! ‘he 


‘present time when the.Services are faced with the dan- 


ger, based on historical precedent, of having both the 
Army and-Navy.reduced as the.result of post-war -hys- 
teria in Congress in favor of reduction of Government 
expenditures. That the United States Cougress has 
never been justified in any of its previous post-war re- 
organizations and reductions of the Army and Navy the 
military history of our country shows. ~That each one 
of these unsound “reorganizations,” which invariably 
have meant reduction of the entire Military Establish- 
ment, was eventually paid for in the next war in unnec- 
essary cost of life and’ expenditure of money is also a 
tragic part of our military history.. The Congress has 
always found justification for its post-war legislation of 
this order by implying that it was only obeying the voice 
of the people, an- utterance that no one else but mem- 
bers of Congress could hear apparently, for the last 
things the people of the United States take an interest in 
in times of peace are our Army and Navy. 

No better proof of this lack of pubiice interest in 
proper military preparedness can be offered than to call 
attention to the almost complete disappearance of pre- 
paredness propaganda from the columns of the daily 
press. The civilian societies formerly .active in_ this 
field appear to have abandoned their. work completely. 
The editorial columns of newspapers that have always 
been strong friends of military preparedness now and 
but these are 
about as inspiriting as the reverberations of a slack 
drum. We realize fully that it is hard for civilian so- 


cieties devoted to military preparedness to keep their 
members interested. War and the things of war have 
Current 


acquired a bitter flavor in civilians’ memories. 
newspaper editorials represent a tradition rather than an 
appreciation of what friendly aid the Services need in 
particular and what positive assistance the Military 
Establishment of the country as a whole must have if it 
is not to be reduced to an’ unworkable organization ac- 
cording to the experiences of the war. We have heard 
some talk lately about a “small Army.” Such a thing 
is an impossibility unless we are to throw away all the 
lessons of the war and return to the organization exist- 
ing before 1916. A “small Army” is unworkable to-day 
as all our officers know who are trying to make an Army 
with ‘an authorized strength of 280,000 men function 
properly with an actual strength of 180,000. 

If civilian advocates of a proper state of military pre- 


~ paredness were in earnest in this cause during the years 


from 1914 to 1919 they should not permit their enthusi- 
asm to cool in 1920 nor in 1921. For during the next ses- 
sions of Congress the Army and Navy stand in danger of 
being reduced to a degree that will set the clock of 
military preparedness back twenty years. We have only 
to recall the fact that in 1868, after the Civil War troops 
had all been demobilized, the authorized strength of the 
Army included 2,988 officers and 49,960 enlisted men, 
and that after the Spanish-American War the authorized 
strength of the Army in 1900 included 2,586 officers and 
64,969 enlisted men, to realize that the Congressional 
habit of reducing the Army is firmly fixed. 
small an authorized strength as the 67,555 of 1900 is 
almost as appalling, from a military viewpoint, as was 
the strength of eighty men we had as our entire military 
force after the Revolution. And the Navy has been 
treated in the same fashion by Congress after each one 
of our wars. If civilian friends of the Services wish to 
really help the Army and the Navy in this crisis they 
are facing these friends must be up and doing. Nothing 
will be accomplished if this matter of proper military 
preparedness in its broadest sense is treated as a political 
matter or from the viewpoint, so often held, that some 
invisible force of our Government was operating against 


To-day so 


our desire to be a military nation. We are not a mili- 
tary nation. And if we are to continue in this state the 
fault lying in it cannot be charged against the Govern- 


ment. That weakness, that ignorance, lies within our- 
selves. By adopting its present educational system it 
would appear that the Army had come nearer to solvy- 
ing this problem of national indifference to military af- 
fairs than anything ever has before this. But although 
the Army has done, and can do again, many things that 
were seeming impossibilities it cannot educate Congress 
nor the people of the United States to its real needs and 
their real needs. This is where the civilian friends of 
the Services can come in and do a real service to the 


cause. For without them, we fear, the Army and Navy

ARMY TABLES OF ORGANIZATION, 
T'o Become Effective on Receipt. 

War Department instructions’ are’ going forward to 
the Army’ tht “the new tables vf organization of the 
Army are now nearing completion.,.For the purposes of 
reorganization each table. will become effective upon .its 
receipt by an organization concerned. The tables ‘will 
appear in photographic form and will bo issued. as they 
are Completed and approved. They provide that all emer- 
gency organizations within a unit or command will be 
demobilized when reorginized in accordance with these 
tables. In all Gases of conflict between the provisions of 
G.O. No. 36,- War. Dept., 1920, and these .tables, the 
tables of organization will govern. Authority to trans- 
fer enlisted men within their commands and in the same 
arms of the Service in order. to effect reorganization is 
conferred upon corps area, department, divisional, regi- 
mental, or other independent commanders... No man will 
be. transferred. from one regiment to another. or from 
one station to another if a vacancy in his own grade 
exists in his regiment or in his own arm at his station. 
Under these ‘restrictions, corps. area commanders will 
take steps to transfer all men made surplus by the opera- 

tion of.this.order to an appropriate vacancy within their 

corps area. Men who are surplus and who have not been 
assigned by. corps area commanders one month after the 
receipt of orders or tables of organization, the opera- 
tion of which has caused them to become surplus, will be 
reported to The Adjutant General for assignment. 

In the case of offiaers rendered surplus by this reor- 
ganization they will be reported by the proper com- 
mander by telegraph to.The Adjutant General for dis- 
posal. Non-commissioned officers and rated enlisted men 
rendered surplus will not be demoted or disrated. To 
enable the War Department to make readjustment of 
grades and grading, where necessary, to correct possible 
discrepancies and to further. perfect these tables, before 
issue in final printed form, the proper organizational 
commanders will submit to the War Department reports 
of any discrepancies observed. 

The 2d Division is designated as the division te be or- 
esnized at war strength, as indicated in the statement of 
The Adjutant General. of. Oct. 27, 192°. ‘Weders. for. its 
organization under_war strength;.tables will. be. ‘issued 
shortly. The 32d, 36th, 37th,. 40th, 41st, 46th, 49th and 
63d Infantry Regiments will not be organized under the 
peace strength tables, but will be organized under train- 
ing center tables when such tables have been issued. 

Upon receipt of tables the Field Artillery regiments 
will be organized as follows: As 75-mm. animal-drawn 
regiments—Ilst, 3d, 6th, 7th, 10th, 12th, 14th, 15th, 16th, 
19th, 20th, 76th, 77th, 7Sti? 79th, SOth, Sist and 83d. 
As 75-mm. motor-drawn regiments—Sth and 13th. As 
155-mm. howitzer, motor-drawn regiments—2d, 5th, 9th, 
11th, 17th, 18th and 21st. As 2.95-inch pack regiment— 
4th. The 82d Field Artillery will remain organized as 
at present until further orders. Unless covered by the 
above instructions, no new units will be organized nor 
designation assigned until receipt of special instructions 
in each case. Upon receipt of Infantry regiment tables 
all machine gun battalions will be demobilized, and the 
officers and enlisted men thereof disposed of as pro- 
vided for above. In each Infantry regiment Companies 
D, H and M will be the machine gun companies. These 
will be designated as Company D, Company H and Com- 
pany M, and not as Machine Gun Company D, etc. 

Regarding the American Forces in Germany, special 
instructions have been communicated to the command- 
ing general. Where there is a conflict between those in- 
structions and the above the special instructions will 
govern. The 45th and 57th Infantry will be organized 
under the provisions of previous instructions as pro- 
vided for above. All other Philippine Scouts organiza- 
tions will remain organized as at present until receipt by 
their commanding officers of further instructions from 
the War Department. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE INFANTRY. 


Following is a summary of the tables of organization 
for the Infantry, peace-time strength, which it is under- 
stood are in the hands of the War Plans Division of the 
General Staff, and it is expected will soon be issued to 
the Service: 

The brigade will consist of one brigade headquarters 
and headquarters company, and two regiments of In- 
fantry. Brigade headquarters to consist of six com- 
missioned officers, one warrant officer or field clerk, and 
forty-five enlisted men, to carry on the administrative 
work of the brigade. 

The total commissioned personnel of the Infantry regi- 
ment under the new organization, if approved as planned, 
will be fifty-five commissioned officers and also six com- 
missioned officers attached, including surgeons, dentists, 
veterinarians and one chaplain. There is to be one war- 
rant officer in the Service Company who is a band leader. 
The band section and the personnel section have been 
transferred from the Headquarters Company to the Ser- 
vice Company, which is the old Supply Company with 
certain other elements added to it. The Service Com- 
pany is composed of four commissioned. officers, one war- 
rant. officer and 168 enlisted men. Headquarters Com- 
pany comprises personnel required to be present with the 
regimental commander in combat, or when the regiment 
is in sector or otherwise deployed. Service Company 


eomprises the administration, supply and transportation 





and bap co dmnis: and make up the second echelon,. or 

rear echelon .of regimental. headquarters. There are to 
be four master’sergéants.in the regiment, sixteen techni- 
cal or first sergeants, -seven staff eants, 129 ser- 
geants, 148 corporals; 865 privates, first’ clés! and 821 
privates, making a total of, 1,486 enlisted men. Of the 
privates there are to be four rated second class, six rated 

! third class, thirty-one fourth class, forty-one fifth a0 
and ninety-eight sixth class; others not rated. 

Under the new table" theré is* to be added to ine In- 
fantry regiment the Howitzer Company, which is .com- 
posed ‘of two commissioned officers and sixty-three en- 
‘listed men. This company is divided-into two platoons 
of two'sections each, one section, bging the one-pounder 
section and the other the light moftar section.. The arma- 
ment, hence<also the details of organization of the 
‘Howitzer ‘Company, are provisional pending adoption 
and issue;of Infantry howitzers. The Battalion Head- 
. quarters, and Headquarters Company, ig; to be composed 
of two commissioned officers and forty-one enlisted men. 
The personnel of this unit takes care of the battalion 
communications, supply and administration. The Rifle 
“Cempany will be composed of three commissioned officers 
- and ninety-three enlisted men, and is to be divided into 
two battalions of two sections each. The Machine"@un 
_ Compariy_is to be composed of three commissioned ‘offi- 
cers. and seventy-eight ‘Shlisted men. Formerly © there 
was only. one machine gun company to a regiment. Under 
“the new organization former rifle companies designated 
D, H and M are to. become machine gun cdémpanies, but 
retain théir former letter designation.

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REDUCTION OF WAR DEPARTMENT STAFFS. 
In line with War Department policy reducing per- 
sonnel in Washington, D.C., the Quartermaster General 
and ‘the Surgeon General have announced considerable 
reductions in their respective office forces, and it is ex- 
pected that other chiefs-will follow the lead. It is true, 
no -déubt, that some of the services have had an excess 
of officers on duty in Washington, but if the policy of 
Tetrenchment should be carried out ruthlessly all along 
the line some of the corps, bureaus and services are 
likely to suffer for lack of sufficient personnel to trans- 
act necessary business, it ig.feared.

vue present tume, due to the reduction, important 
matters of War Department administration are said to 
be retarded, and it is well known that the very heavy 
cut in civilian ‘assistants in The Adjutant General’s 
Office has, to a. considerable extent, slowed up the im- 
mense amount of work demanded of this office by Con- 
gressional enactment. An appreciable instance of work 
retarded by lack of both officer and civilian personnel 
comes to light in the making of appointments to the 
Army as a result of the October examinations. _The 
Appointment Section of The Adjutant General’s Office 
has been so shorn of personnel that it is probable that 
the appointment of the expected 900 officers, due to the 
October examination, will take approximately a third 
as much time as was required in the appointment of 
5.000 officers who took their examinations last July. 
It is apparent, therefore, that retrenchment could easily 
go too far. The chiefs of departments, corps and ser- 
vices are accepting the situation cheerfully and attempt- 
ing “to get along” with the number of officers allowed 
them. However, under existing conditions it is hardly 
possible, no matter how efficient a chief may be, that 
business can be smoothly handled by forty-seven officers 
where 250 were formerly engaged, and the problem that 
such a chief is facing may be understood when it is 
considered that the War Department has called for a 
further reduction which will give this particular office 
a staff of thirty officers as compared with the former 
250. The inequity now existing demands inquiry on 
the part of the War Department with a purpose of allo- 
cating officers to do duty where they are most needed.

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ONE NATIONAL GUARD OFFICER IN MILITIA BUREAU.

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Arm SERVICE EQUIPMENT TABLES. 


Criti¢isms from commanding officers of the basic ta- 
bles of allowances, Air Service equipment, have been in- 
vited by the Chief of Air Service. In instructions just 
issued it is stated that ten months have been required 
in the preparation of the tables, which: will be issued 
shortly as Table 1V—W.D. Circular No. 152, 1920. The 
importance of these tables will be apparent when -it is 
realized that the tables, issued under War Department 
orders, must be used as a basis for determining all. 
classes and quantities of equipment that will be author- 
ized for Air Service use.- No equipment will be author- 
ized in addition to that provided in the tables, and no 
change made in the tables can be made without the ap- 
proval of the War Department, which has established a 
rule that no changes will be made in basic tables of al- 
lowances, unless imperative, more often than once a 
year. As soon as tables of organization have been pre- 
pared and are authorized by the War Department equip- 
ment manuals will be prepared and issued to the Air 
Service. On these manuals the entire. Air Service is 
also invited to supply constructive criticism. ‘The Air 
Service is inaugurating a policy similar to that followed 
by the automotive industry, wherein it is definitely de- 
cided that a definitely determined article shall be manu- 
factured and issued during the périod of one year, and 
that all new development and all new features’shall be 
delayed and embodied in the model of equipmens to be 
issued in the subsequent year. The policy will adhere 
to two distinct lines, viz.: (a) What articles of equip- 
ment shall be produced during the ensuing year; and 
(b) what development should be pursued ‘and what new 
features should be embodied in equipment to be pro- 
duced and issued to the Air Service during the yearly 
period commencing one year hence. Suggestions along 
these two lines are solicited by the Chief of Air Service. 
The articles of equipment to be produced and line of de- 
velopment to be pursued being of.a confidential nature, 
officers are advised not to spread such information gen- 
erally throughout the Air Service. All officers concerned 

will be furnished all information pertinent to their 
offices in relation to this policy.

12,140,000 medical ¢arés, covering the calegdar years 
1917, 1918, 1919, and the first three menths of 1920 
vers received from the Surgeon General of the Army. 
All these reeords were arranged, classified and filed as 
vapidly as conditions would permit. In addition to the 
records referred to above, the office received, opened, 
examined, disfributed and disposed of a grand total of 
35,621,103 pieces of mail during the fiseal year, a daily 
average of 116,409. The maximum number of pieces o! 
mail received and distributed on any one day during the 
year was 495,885. This oceurred on July 21, 1919, the 
daily average for that entire month being 401,519. 
Thereafter the velnine of mail steadily decreased, the 
daily average during the month of June, 1920, the last 
of the vear, being only 44,986.

DISCIPLINE AT THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Voluntary Pledge by First Class. 

‘the First Class of Midshipmen at the U.S. Naval Acad- 
emy took voluntary action on the question of hazing on 
Noy. 22, when representatives of the class handed to 
Rear Admiral Archibald H. Seales, U.S.N., Superintend- 
ent of the academy, a written statement as follows: 
“The First Class at no time has questioned the author- 
ity of the Superintendent. We will obey the regula- 
tions to the best of our ability, and furthermore, the 
petty officers and officers of the First Class of the regi- 
ment will do theiy best to carry out the regulations, 
especially that regarding hazing, as defined by law.” 
The statement was signed by tho president of the J’irst 
Olass, Clyde W. King, of Iowa, right tackle of the foot- 
ball team and stroke of the champion Olympic crew of 
the Naval Acadeniy. 

The statement was accepted by Admiral Seales and 
steps were taken immediately towafd rescinding the or- 
der segregating the Fourth Class men. An order was 
issued, to take effeet next day, which restored routine 
of the academy. The members of the Fourth Class, who 
have been segregated in one wing of Baneroft Hall, will 
be distributed about the building as before, and all re- 
strictive measures will be abrogated. The upper class- 
men, it was stated, were to get the Thanksgiving liberty 
about whieh they were much concerned. When Ad- 
mira! Seales returned to Annapolis on Monday morning, 
after attending the funeral of his sister at Charlotte, 
N.C., the statement by the First Class was called to his 
attention by Capt. W. ‘TT. Cluverius, commandant of 
midshipmen. In comment Admiral Scales is quoted as 
saying: , ’ ; 

“This is the action the Superintendent demanded of 
the First Class before he took the recent drastic steps 
to enforce obedience to the law concerning hazing. Fail- 
ing to get this promise at that time, he was foreed to 
issue orders for a reorganization of the regiment and 
the segregaticn of the Fourth Class. As this promise 
of the First Class offers the best means of enforeing 
the law, the orders referred to have been rescinded and 
the regiment returns to the organization that existed 
prior to Oct. 25. ’ 

“The statement, signed by the president of the First 
Class and maintained by a strong First Class, will un- 
questionably bring about obedience to the law concern- 
ing hazing ard preserve discipline at the Naval AdAfd- 
emy at its usual high standard:’ 

The following day life at the Naval Academy assumed 
its ustial aspect, but with this marked difference, that it 
was accepted on all sides that all hazing or annoyances 
approximating hazing are hereafter taboo. Tho regi- 
mental organization of midshipmen was also returned 
to the basis it had prior to the steps taken hy the Su- 
perintendent to prevent the upper class from hazing un- 
der classmen. Obedience to law and authority was de- 
manded by the Secretary of the Navy and the drastic 
action of Admiral Scales to enforce obedience was sup- 
ported to the full by Mr. Daniels, who has adopted a 
policy that evzry form of hazing or running shall be 
prohibited at Annapolis. — 

‘he crux of the situation at the Naval Academy is 
that interior discipline among the midshipmen is largely 
in the hands of the First Class beeause they, as officers 
and petty officers, are charged with the responsibility 
ef enforcing the regulations. Also, members of the 
First Class through association with midshipmen of all 
ether classes are in the position of having complete 
knowledge of practices among the midshipmen of which 
officials of the Naval Academy could not be informed, 
lacking intimate contact with the whole student body. 
‘The Secretary of the Navy and Admiral Scales held 
that a young men who could not obey to the letter bath 
the law and the regulations had no place in the Naval 
Academy, and that he must learn.first. to orders 
before he can be competent.to give orders, It is be- 
Heved that if ¢he First Class conscientiously sets abort 
peerenting untnwirl actioms or interference by wmid- 


shipmen with other midshipmen they can readily aecom- 
plish that purpose and place discipline at the highest 
standard. . '

NAVAL WAR COLLEGE GRADUATION. 
Rear Admiral Sims’s Address on Nery Effieieney. 

Rear Admiral William S. Sims, U.S.N., president of 
the Naval War College, delivered an address on the effi- 
cieney of the Navy at the graduation éxereises of the 
1920 class at the War College, Newport, R.L., on Nov. 
20. Admiral Sims, in the course of his address, advo- 
eated the further development of the institution so that 
more Navy officers might have the benefits of its courses. 
Tie pointed out that of the nearly 1,500 senior offieers of 
the Navy to-day only 124 were graduates of the War 
College. Ile then developed an outline of what he con- 
sideved the four essential elements to assure. an efficient 
Navy, declaring that “none of these essential elements 
ever had been sufficiently developed to insure success in 
resisting serious aggression of a great power.” 

“The sole purpose of a navy,” Admiral Sims said, “‘is 
ihat it may afford the eountry adequate proteciion 
against the aggression of possible enemies. ‘to this end 
it must net only be adequate in materia! strength, but 
must be intellectually and materially ready to attack at 
any time, because the most efficient means of naval de- 
fense 3s a prompt offensive against the cnemy’s naval 
forces. ‘the elements of efficiency are: 

“1. A fleet of adequate strength in each type of ves- 
sel that is necessary to the fighting efficiency of the 
whole. 

“2. Personnel thoreughly trained in handling such a 
great feree with the maximum,possible efficiency. 

“3. Therovghly digested plans to meet the stvategical 
and technical plans of our possible enemies. 

“4. A Yogical organization fer the administration of 
the Navy as a whole, its maintenance in readiness dur- 
ing peace and its successful operation in- war.” 

The Admiral reviewed the methods of working out the 
doctrines used during the war, which suecessfully dealt 
with the submarine, and teld how the War College and 
the ships werking together devised plans which neither 
could have done alone. He said “there were instances 
during the war of attempts to handle, crclusively by 
operation orders, extensive forces engaged in very im- 
portant operations. The inevitable result was friction.” 
Commanders should restrict their activities to defining 
the mission, he said. lest they risk the diminishing of the 
sense of responsibility of the subordinate and his eon- 
itdence in his ewn judgment. During the war the offi- 
cers who would not trust others failed in their efforts. 

When Adwiral Sims had finished his address Rear Ad- 
miral R. H. Jackson, one of the graduates, spoke on be- 
half of the class. Admiral Sims then took his place at a 
table on the floor of the hall and distributed the gradua- 
tion diplomas in an order which, he said, must be recog- 
nized to have no bearing upon the standing of the gradu- 
ates. When the mame of Comdr. FE. G. Allen, U.S.N., 
was ealled and that officer went forward te receive his 
diploma an enlisted man of the Marine Corps hurried 
down the aisle bearing a bouquet for the officer which 
Commander Allen aveepted to the accompaniment of ap- 
plause and laughter from the audience. The bouquet 
was in the nature of a joke worked by his fellow elass- 


men.

NAVY BUILDING PROSPECTS IMPROVING. 

Owing to the issuance by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission of an amended order removing restrictions 
against the use of rail equipment necessary for the 
transportation of struetural steel, effective Nov. 16, pros- 
pects for the speeding up of the Navy’s building pro- 
gram are much brighter than was the situation as noted 
in our issue of Sept. 18, page 69. As was stated then, 
the U.S.S. California will be launched in 1921 and the 
progress of the battleship is now so far advanced that 
its launching is scheduled for May 1 next. Seout eruis- 
ers Nos. 4, 7, 9, 10, 12 and 12 are likely to be lautiched 
in 1921 and possibly No. 5. 

Ten miscellaneous ships under construction will prob- 
ably be launched within a ycar, with the exception of 
the destroyer tender Whitney building at the Boston 
Navy Yard, the submarine tender Holland building at 
the Puget Sound Navy Yard, the fuel ship Pecos build: 
ing at the Boston yard, and the ammunition ship Nitro 
building at the Puget Seund yard. It is hoped that the 
destroyer tender Dobbin will be completed about Dec. 1, 
The fuel ship Neches, under construction at the Boston 
yard, will be launched before the end ef 1921. In this 
list there was a decrease in percentage of completion 
during the month of October from 61.4 to 37.1 on gun: 
boat No. 22, due to damage from fire at the Charles: 
ton Navy Yard. Contract for Transport No. 2 has not 
yet been awarded. Two of three sea-going tugs are sched- 
uled to be launehed befere the close of this year. 

Of the fifty-two destroyers under contract five were 
delivered in October, and judgifg from the percentage 
of completion there will be men, fifteen com: 
pleted before Jan. 1 next. The remaining thirty-two 
are likely to be delivered in 1921. Contracts for twelve, 
Nos. 348 to 359 inelusive, are still to be awarded. One 
of the forty-eight submarines was delivered during Oecto- 
ber by the Electric Boat Co of San Francisco, and the 
eleven others building at that port by this concern will 
probably be delivered by July, 1921. Nie submarines 
are scheduled to be delivered before Jan. 1, 1921, and 
the remainder, with the exception of five building at 
Quincey, Mass., will probably be completed in 1921. The 
six fleet submarines, Nas. 166 to 171, inclusive, anthor- 
ized are still to be camtracted for. The Neff submarine, 
No. 108, which was avtberized Ang. z 4936, is not 
likely. to. be bait.

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HAITIAN COURT OF INQUIRY. 
Conflicting Testimony of Witnesses. 


Wheu the naval court of inquiry appeinted by Scere- 
tary Daniels to investigate charges that native Haitians 
were murdered by members of the U.S. Marine Corps re- 
sumed its sittings on Nov. 19, Capt. Patrick Kelly, of 
the Haitiau Gendarmeric, testified that he was with 
Matthew Lang, former corporat in the Marine Corps 
and who is charged with killing natives, on the night of 
the shopting, that he and Lang inspected the jail, and 
tbat Lang killed no one. Captain Kelly denied every 
native charge regarding wholesale murders. 

Lang was the next witness. He declared that he had 
shot only one prisoner. “This was a division bandit 
chief,” he said, “who was brought from the jail by e 
gendarme to my residence for questioning. The bandit 
chief refused to talk and was ordered rejailed. [le tried 
to escape from the gendarme, who fired twiec, missing 
him. I quiekly got a machine gun, firing a spurt of 
bullets and killing him imstantly.” Answering an in 
uiry by Major Jesse ¥. Dyer, U.3.M.C., judge advocate, 
as to whether he applied treatment to prisoners, 
Jang admitted putting coins in a water bucket and offer-. 
ing to give them to natives if removed them, whieh 
they attempted to do, while, he , other natives turned 
en a generator, shocking the prisoners. 

Asked to explain the discrepancies between the testi- 
mony offered by the members of the gendarmerie and that 
given by the defense, Lang said that the Haitian natives 
were prone to great exaggeration. Their stories of mur- 
der, he continued, were the result of their having seen 
the bodies of natives who had been killed in the bandit 
attack, lying together in front of the jail, where they 
lad been placed temporarily. Knowing that he was a 
crack shot, Lang testified, the natives attributed the kil!- 
ing of all these men to him. Out of this incident, he said, 
had grown the stories which were being circulated. The 
Port-au-Prince correspondent of the New York Tribune 
sums up the situation regarding the conflicting testimony 
hy writing, “As the ease stands, it is the testimony of 
the black men against that of the white, direct 
charges of bloodthirsty killings contrasted with sweep- 
ing denials.” It was announced on Nov. 26 that the 
hearing in the case has been closed for the present, the 
accused being given time to file a written defense. 

‘The testimony of Signon Gabot, a native gendarme. 

charging that Lieutenant Williams, of the gendarmerie. 
beat a native to death in January, 1919, caused an un- 
expected delay in the proceedings of the court on Nov. 
20, according to an Asseciated Press dispatch. ‘The wit- 
ness failed to give Lieutenant Williams's initials, but 
it was Officially explained that he referred to Doreas 
Williams, a sergeant of marines, now awaiting court- 
martial in eonneetion with charges resulting from the 
investigation of conditions in Haiti made b > Gen. 
John A. Lejeune. The court enmueneiedion with Seere- 
tary Daniels asking if Williams will be sent to Haiti to 
face his accuser or waive a hearing now. ‘The trial of 
Williams had been postponed to await the result of 
the naval inguiry. Directions were issned by Secretary 
Daniels on Noy. 22 te send Williams to Haiti at once to 
appear before the court of inuiry. Secretary Daniels 
said that Williams was the enly marive being held at 
Quantico on charges of misconduct in iti. 
_ Lhe Navy Department received the following dispatch 
from Rear Admiral Harry 8. Knapp, senior naval rep- 
resentative in Haiti on Nov. 22: “Re to-day to 
Port-au-Prince. Saw acting sanitary engineer, who re- 
ports fifty admissions for smallpox to-day, making tote! 
since first case noted of about 300. Although number 
of cases increasing, only one death so far, as type con- 
tinnes mild. Haitian deetors at first denied existence 
of smallpox and still are not assisting. All cases so far 
reported have been found by health authorities or by 
neighbors or have been voluntary applicants, not one 
being reported by Haitian doctors. Have just seen the 
T’resident and mentioned the attitude of native doctors. 
He knew this and most courteously stated thet he would 
do whatever may be necessary. He has just received a 
dispateh from Anseaveau, his home town, reporting 
eight cases in nearby country and one death.” Wash- 
ington dispatehes state that smallpox serum will be sent 
to Haiti from the naval hospital in that city, 


Returniag Marine Corps Ofiecrs Deny Atrocities. 

Major Thomas C, Turner and Lieut. Walter G. Far- 
rell, both U.S.M.C., who have been on duty in Haiti for 
a year, returned to New York city on Nov. 22 from Port- 
au-Prinee, with general denials of atrocities ascribed to 
the corps by native witnesses at the investigation now 
in progress, according to interviews printed in the New 
York Tribune. Major Turner said he was sure that the 
investigating board will find before. it has finished its 
inquiry that the marines are and have been true t 
of Americans. In no instanee, he said, havet hey idilea 
a native without cause, and then only as a matter of 
self-protection. “Although there were times when re- 
prisals would seem to have been justified,” he said, “J 
do net know of one instance where a marine has ayaile’ 
himself of the opportunity.” 

Lieutenant Farrell, who spent fourteen months in the 
bush in the vicinity of Hinches, said that the American 
public had heard only one side of the controversy. While 
they are talking of indiscriminate killings,” he said, 
“they might seek information as to the number of head- 
less bodies of marines that were sent to the States from 
Haiti for burial.

Annapolis, Md., Nov. 25, 1920. 

Capt. James J. Raby,.U.S.N., Commandant of the Washing- 
ton Navy Yard, last night delivered an address before the 
Christian Association of the Regiment of Midshipmen. The 
subject of the lecture was ‘Delivering the Goods.’ Captain

RESULTS OF NAVY EXPERIMENTS AND TESTS. 
Bilge Keels and Gyro-Siabilizer. 

Comdr. William McEntee and Lieut. Comdr. H. BP. 
Saunders, C.C., U.S.N., both members of the Society of 
Naval Architects and Marine Engineers, read papers 
of particular interest to the profession at the twenty- 
eighth annual general meeting of the society held 
at New York city on Nov. 11 and 12. The title of 
Commander McEntee’s paper was “Comparative Tests 
of Bilge Keels and a Gyro-Stabilizer on a Model of the 
U.S. Aircraft Carrier Langley.” He explained that in 
recent rolling experiments carried out at the U.S. Ex- 
perimental Model Basin on a model of the Langley, the 
results obtained he believed to be of sufficient interest 
to naval architects to warrant making them the subject 
of a paper. ‘The experiments had for their object a 
comparison of the quehching powers of bilge keels and 
of a gyro-stabilizer so far as may be determined by 
model tests. “As the Langley is being refitted to carry 
airplanes which are both to fly from and to land on 
her deck, it appears that the prevention of excessive roll- 
ing is a matter of greater importance than for other 
vessels.” As an incident to the tests the increase of tow- 
ing resistance of the model when rolling was measured 
and the corresponding increase in effective horsepower 
required for the ship estimated with interesting results. 
The model was rolled with and without bilge keels and 
also in waves of varying height. 

As an instance, the results showed the gyro-stabil- 
izer, with a maximum rolling’ movement of 31.33 pound- 
feet, reduced the roll from 37.5 degrees to three degrees. 
Several rolls were required before the angle was so re- 
duced. In the test for increase of towing resistance it 
was shown that at a speed of fifteen knots the effective 
horsepower would be increased from 3,000 to 3,300 when 
the ship is rolling through an are of twenty-five degrecs, 
and to 3,600 when rolling through an are of forty-five 
degrees, corresponding to an increase in effective horse- 
power of ten per cent. and twenty per cent., respectively. 
“These results,” the paper coneluded, “confirm experi- 
ence at sea that loss of speed is found to occur when 
ships are rolling heavily. Under these circumstances it 
appears that the power and weight devoted to the means 
for stabilizing a ship are more than amply repaid by the 
saving effected in the power required to drive her.” The 
paper was accompanied by explanatory diagrams. 

Launchings in Restricted Waters. 

Lieutenant Commander Saunders’s paper- was on 
“Launching of Ships in Restricted Waters,” with par- 
ticular reference to the launching of the U.S.S. Cali- 
fornia at Mare Island Navy Yard on Nov. 20, 1919. At 
the previous meeting of the society he presented a paper 
dealing with methods employed to check the speed of 
vessels during launching, with particular reference to @ 
type of friction launching brake developed and used at 
Mare sland. The present paper embodied a description 
of the launch itself and an analysis of the data obtained 
at that time. In order to obtain this data every effort 
was made to provide sufticient recording apparatus for 
all phases of the operation. At 776 feet travel, with the 
vessel moving at u veiocity in excess of vineteen and one- 
haif feet per second, all chains except one had parted, 
and at 962 feet travel this also gave way. The ship was 
brought to rest by the dropping of port and starboard 
anchors. Six of the broken links of the ten chain cables 
were recovered and all showed either faulty weld or very 
inferior construction. Lieutenant Commander Saunders 
added: “Aside from the question of chain cables the 
functioning of the hydraulic brakes was, on the whole, 
so satisfactory that they will be retained in practically 
their present forms for use on the U.S.S. Montana, now 
under construction at Mare Island Yard. Owing to the 
limited means then at hand and the conditions met the 
data obtained in the case of the California are, un- 
fortunately, neither sufficiently accurate nor sufficiently 
extensive to fix the assumed value of co-efficient friction,” 
In connection with the launching of the Montana the 
modei is being rebuilt and the apparatus slightly modified, 


Admiral Dyson on the Hull and the Propeller. 
tear Admiral Charies N. Dyson, U.S.N., of the Bu- 
feau of Sicam Lugineering, read a highly technical pa- 


per on “The Problem of the Hull and Its Screw Pro- 
peller.” In his conclusion he said: “The paper as sub- 
mitted embraces the results of many years of study by 
the author so far as what may be considered orthodox 
forms of hulls with orthodox propeller conditions are 
concerned. The question of small diameter propellers 
carried as deeply as possible in the cases of deep draught 
vessels, propellers for double-enders, propellers for tun- 
nel boats, etc., have not been touch All these vari- 
ous problems require special study.” He added: “It is 
hoped that the material which has been ,opened up for 
inspection will thoroughly impress the student with the 
fact that the hull with its propeller must be treated in 
conjuction in the solution of the problem of propulsion. 
To treat of the propeller without its accompanying hull 
is to lose timé in the ultimate complete solution of the 
problem ‘involved. ‘The perfect solution. of the problem 
of the hull and its screw propeller resis in the hands of 
the shipowners, naval architects and marine engineers, 
and without their hearty and intelligent co-operation in 
the future the problem may never be entirely solved.” 
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FRENCH NAVAL NOTES. 
From Our French Correspondent. 


The new French President, the energetic and able 
Monsieur Millerand, though he is far from enjoying the 
practically autocratic power of his great American col- 
league, has assumed the supreme functions with the 
avowed intention of enforeimg greater eontimity of 
views and efforts in the internal and foreign policy, of 
France. Since 1871 the Gallic Republic has seen over 
sixty successive Ministries, changing government every 
eight months on an average, and new Mign mtsmt new 
nusthods and the undoing of what had been dome previ- 
ously. The navy changed head sixty-three times; hence 
no steady progress but spasmodic efforts, waste of time 
and money; impossibility for France to compete with her 
neighbors on equal terms. All this is to be changed. 
France, though her rickest northern provinces have been 
systematically devastated and ruined, and relatively to 
her population she has lost more than all her allies to- 
gether, is gradually rising from her ruins by sheer work 
and grit. 

Future of the French Navy. 

Now is the chance for her navy. Parliamenteand pub- 
lic opinion are agreed as to the naval policy of to-mor- 
row. Declarations in the Chambers, and the views ex- 
pressed by the leading journals, have made clear that 
important point. France gives up the competition for 
size, realizing that the mastery of the ocean is hence- 
forth to be a bone of contention between the great island 
or semi-island powers, the United States, Great Britain 
and Japan. The policy of our Republic is twofold: it 
aims at maintaining a predominance over any conti- 
nental power and at assuring safe communications, 
across and over the Mediterranean, with Algeria, Mo- 
rocco and Tunisia, whence unlimited reinforcements and 
supplies are expected in the case of war. Adequate tor- 
pedo and aerial flotillas are judged to form the safest 
and most economical instrument of supremacy in narrow 
seas dotted with islands, as are the Mediterranean, the 
Channel and the Caribbean Sea; and it is further noted 
that France’s strategic assets, the positions of Cher- 
bourg, Brest, Bizerta, Dakar, Saigon, Diego-Suarez, 
would enable her controlling the world’s most frequented 
sea ruutes even against the strongest powers; a conten- 
tion that will hardly be disputed when is considerrd the 
range of the latest super-cannon, bombardment airplanes 
and submersible cruisers. 

Secondly, in addition to the flotillas of her strategie 
points dappui, she wishes to be able to intervene in an 
eventual Anglo-Japancse-American conflict by means of 
a division of fast battle cruisers, combining the highest 
speed with the heaviest calibers. The lead of United 
States naval authorities in fitting 16-inch guns in their 
new super-dreadnoughts and in experimenting with 18- 
inch weapons has caused both France and England to 
reconsider their armament programs. General Inspector 
of Artillery Charbcnnier, who has made a lengthy visit 
to the States, has reported favorably on the boldness, 
technical competence and organizing ability of the Amer- 
ican creators of the new monster guns. France means to 
hold her own in the competition of calibers, the convic- 
tion being that, despite the progress of the torpedo and 
acrial bomb, sea supremacy cannot fail in the end to go 
to the big gun that can strike harder, further, quicker 
and with more accuracy than any other instrument of 
offense. 

Minister* Landry, who was appointed in charge of the 
navy in January, 1920, has been maintained in his office 
by President Millerand. He is a hard and silent worker, 
in contrast with his eloquent predecessors. The reorgan- 
ization of the Paris admiralty staff on business lines, the 
creation of a section historique to study the lessons of 
the war, tho enlargement of the 1920 cruiser program in 
keeping with the progress of the American and British 
navies, are his main reforms up to the present, but his 
avowed intention is to make the French navy excel, along 
economical lines, in the matter of both speed and range— 
so far as the thing is possible. He is a warm admirer of 
American enterprise and method, appreciates the strides 
the U.S. Navy Department has of late accomplished in 
the ordnance and ship propulsion line. He believes that 
at the present moment more is to be learned in America 
than auywhere else: hence the sending of the Charbon- 
nier mission. France’s gun factories that did- such mag- 
nificent work in the war have been open to inspection by 
American exper™; and a fruitful exchange of views has 
started between the two great Republics that can but 
lead to quickening the rate of progress. 

The Projected Cruisers. 

The six projected cruisers that were originally to carry 
eight weapons of 5.5-inch in twin gua positions on the 
aerial line would have been very inferior to the Ameri- 
ean and British scouts already in hand or in commission, 
The plans are being revised and the displacement is 
likely to rise from 5,000 to 7,000 tons and the speed from 
thirty to thirty-four knots. The five scouts surrendered 
by Germany and Austria—and which France is author- 
ized to incorporate in her fleet to compensate for the 
stagnation of Gallic construction in the war—have been 
renamed after cities of recovered Alsace-Lorraine, viz., 
Strasbourg, Metz, Mulhouse, Colmar, Thionville. All 
these enemy spoils are in very poor condition, having 
been “sabotes,” just like the Ostfriesland was, in thor- 
ough Boche fashion. The lengthy and costly repairs nec- 
essary will require nearly a year, together with the minor 
changes decided in the Germin designs that have good 
points but are, on the whole, much inferior to the French. 
The surrendered Boche destroyers and submersibles have 
received the names of officers and even of ordinary g¢a- 
men who gave their life in the World War, “dans des 
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cireonstances particulierement heroiques.” This marks a 
uew departure in the French naval nomenclature that 
too often in the past has included non-naval and mean- 
ingless appellations such as Democratie, Verite, Justice, 
and the names of revolutionary writers and politicians 
such as Diderot, Guinet, Rousseau, Ferry, that are an 
object of derision in and out of the service. Henceforth 
the nomenclature of warships is to be naval and national, 
with a view to generating pride and emulation among 
the crews. 

The five 15,000-ton battleships of the Patrie class, that 
are contemporary to the U.S. Maines and to the British 
King Edwards, have just been stricken from the navy 
list, to the regret of many. They were highly successful 
and possibly the best ships of their size and time. The 
sisterships Liberte, Justice and Verite accomplished at 
fifteen knots, under Admiral Le Pord, the Brest-New 
York run, which is a record for eighteen-knot designed 
ships. A similar run was subsequently made at eighteen 
knots by the B-itish Drake that was designed for twenty- 
three knots: a performance not quite so creditable. The 
Justice recorded also sixty per cent. hits at 8,000 meters 
on a moving target, which was an excellent pre-war 
achievement. French gunnery showed itself to advantage 
in the Dardanelles, in Syria and in the Adriatic. It was 
the fear of the gunners of the French arme navale, more 
than its numerical inferiority, that induced the Austrian 
fleet to decline a trial of strength on the high sea. 

The French battle ficet now only includes, in commis- 
sion, the seven 24,000-ton Bretagnes and Frances that 
are equivalent for armament to the U.S.S. Arkansas and 
Texas respectively. Shortage of fuel and also of mechani- 
cian personnel is impeding its training, which is limited 
to combined exercises with seaplanes and with subma- 
rines. In addition to the 800-ton seaplane carriers of 
the Bapaume type, the 190-meter long Bearn (the fifth 
representative of the discarded Normandie series of 
25,000 tons) is to become fleet seaplane mothership. The 
Bizerta arsenal, that is advantageously situated in the 
Mid-Mediterranean, is being gradually transformed inte 
first-class port militaire, and eventually it will form the 
headquarters of the French battle fleet, in lieu of Toulon, 
which is too far from the Gibraltar-Port Said route. 
Strategic blunders are apt to be costly in warfare. Had 
the French arme navele been based on Bizerta, on Aug. 
1, 1914, it is probable the German cruisers Goeben and 
sreslau would have refrained from bombarding Bone and 
Philippeville, and would never have reached Constanti- 
nople, an incident minor in appearance that yet had so 
disastrous an influence on the course of the war.

The U.S.S. Cleveland, Capt. F. L. Pinney, which 
while under guidance of a local pilot went aground in 
the harbor of Cartagena, Colombia, was floated by her 
own power and was undamaged, the Navy Department 
was informed by Captain Pinney. ‘The vessel continued 
on her itinerary on Nov. 15.

lar Navy, in accordance with the provisions of Sectiong 
3 and 5 of an act of Congress approved June 4, 1920: 
Commanders-in-chief, Atlantic, Pacific and Asiatic Fleets 
commandants of naval districts; commander, U.S. Naval 
Forces in European Waters; commandant naval station, 
St. Thomas, V.1.; military governor, Santo Domingo;

Rock North of Manzanillo Point. 





Reports from certain ships to the U.S. Hydrographie 
Office at Washington indicate that there is a ridge, 
probably of rock, extending northward from Manza- 
nillo Point, on which there is as little as from forty to 
fifty feet of water, and perhaps less, in some spots. ‘Thi 
occurs where previous information has indicated and 
the charis have shown not less than 500 fathoms of 
water. A large ship, in a heavy sea, can easily strike in 
from forty to fifty feet of water, as did the U.S.S. 
Memphis when she was wrecked in the harbor of Santo 
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Domingo city. Upon receipt of this latest information, 
the Hydrographic Office has issued a warning to all 
shipping that, in traveling to or from the northern en- 
trance to the Panama Canal—Colon—ships should either 
pass closer to the north coast of South America, inside 
the hundred fathom curve, where the route has been bet- 
ter surveyed, or else pass to the northward of the par- 
allel of ten degrees north latitude while between the 
meridians of 79-30 and 79-45 west longitude. 


“Bootleg” Whiskey Kills Sailor. 


That one sailor of the crew of the U.S.S. Oklahoma 
died and. two others were poisoned by wood alcohol sold 
to them as whiskey by “bootleggers” when the ship was 
in the North river, off the foot of West 96th street, New 
York city, where the man-of-war landing is located, is 
the charge made in an editorial in the The Sea Bag, 
organ of the ship, in a recent issue. The editorial con- 
tinues that “the number of men carried back to the ship 
helplessly drunk on rotten whiskey has increased. Do 


you realize that ‘bootleggers’ who hang out around 96th 
street (as well as elsewhere) are gloating over the ease 
with which they can sell anything they get hold of to a 
sailor? They can hardly wait.until the fleet gets back. 
They have never known an easier lot of dupes; they can 
sell them anything at almost any price so long as it is in 
a bottle and has one of their so-called ‘bonded’ labels 
on it. It makes no difference in their lives if a man 
goes off and dies, so long as they have extracted their 
ten or fifteen dollars in advance. Clean them out and 
save your shipmates.” The Oklahoma is not now in 
the port of New York, but her commanding officer, Capt. 
N. I. Irwin, U.S.N., on her arrival two weeks ago, de- 
tailed squads of sailors under petty officers to run down 
the gang of “bootleggers” who frequent the naval land- 
ing at West 96th street and the secluded pathways of 
Riverside Park, nearby. Complaint has been made to 
the Navy Department about the situation by several 
commanding officers of Navy ships and it is understood 
that steps are being taken to put an end to the evil, the 
police and Internal Revenue Department having failed 
to take adequate action.

IMPROVING THE NAVY ENLISTED PERSONNEL 

Lieut. Comdr. J. C. Thom, U.S.N., who is now on 
duty in Hawaii as naval inspector of ordnance, in the 
October issue of the United States Naval Institute Pro- 
ceedings writes of “Rebuilding the Navy’s Enlisted Per- 
sonnel and Re-establishing Its Morale and Spirit.” 
Commander Thom does not hesitate to use plain words 
in expressing his views. In discussing the situation in 
the Navy as it is to-day he says: “The Navy is rapidly 
losing all of the older, trained and experienced enlisted 
men. Ninety per cent. of the present enlisted force are 
young and inexperienced recruits, possibly good material, 
but woefully lacking in training, initiative, judgment 
and physical development. More than fifty per cent. of 
commissioned Jine officers have been commissioned since 
the declaration of war, either from the Naval Academy, 
from the ranks or from civil life, and these officers are 
generally unfamiliar with pre-war conditions, standards 
and training methods. The pre-war chief petty officer, 
the backbone of the enlisted personnel, has vanished. 
He is either an officer or a civilian. ‘The chief petty 
officer, while representing the best among the present 
enlisted force, is inferior to his pre-war predecessor by 





reason of lack of experience and training, and is there-, 


fore less competent to train recruits.” 

In suggesting a solution of the problem‘of how to re- 
build the enlisted personnel, re-establish its morale and 
spirit, and regain the high standard of efficiency which 
existed in the forecastle prior to the declaration of war, 
he observes that “any innovation, however logical, is 
sure to meet with opposition. Naval officers are hu- 
man, and when once established they dislike any dis- 
turbance of their daily routine. Assuming that Con- 
gress will increase the pay of enlisted men, we must 
also assume that the Bureau of Navigation will offer 
all legal inducements to persuade ex-Service men to re- 
turn to the Service.” With the object of improving 
efficiency he says that “it is proposed that division offi- 
cers, junior officers and men be on the job and on the 
jump from all hands until the end of the working hours; 
that drills and exercises be long enough to be of real 
benefit, but not so long as to become monotonous, and 
that every drill and every exercise be conducted under 
the personal supervision of an older officer strictly 
charged with the duty of correcting errors, enforcing 
discipline. and requiring on the part of every officer and 
man concerned strict attention to the job.” 

Of officers he says: “A good watch and division offi- 
cer is the product of experience, training, study and ob- 
servation. Like wine, he improves with age, and few 
of the older officers of to-day will say that when they 
graduated from the watch officer class they had no more 
to learn about that impértant duty. The average Naval 
Academy graduate has had practically no experience in 
handling men, and has but the vaguest conception of 
his duties and responsibilities. If he is taken fresh 
from his school books, thrust into an officer’s uniform 
with two stripes upon the sleeve, and given a watch and 
a division, the transition is likely to be too swift for 
his abilities and his character to-keep pace. The sud- 
den increase in rank has been known to cause inflation 
of the ego, and the change from the réle of ‘midshipman 
with attendant restrictions to that of lieutenant, with 
corresponding authority, often results in the overdevel- 
opment of such qualities as arrogance, indolence and 
‘toughness.’ It has been said, ‘as the twig is bent so is 
the tree inclined.’ Failure on the part of the older offi- 
cers of the Service to correct any wrong tendencies and 
impressions on the part of the new-fledged younger offi- 
cer may result, at a later day, in injustice to these offi- 
cers and to the Service. In conclusion, the present lack 
of efficiency and morale can be remedied only by a radi- 
eal change in training methods.” 


_— 
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DISPOSAL OF WAR SUPPLIES. 

In further answer to newspaper criticism of the dis- 
posal of war supplies, and of the Surplus Property Di- 
vision of the War Department, the Secretary of War 
issued a statement on Nov. 17 which gives the follow- 
ing figures: The total appropriations from April 6, 1917, 
to June 30, 1920, for War Department expenditures, 
were $25,552,369,558.34. Of this, $16,159,245,576.73 
was expended. Unexpended balances of $7,815,417,649.52 
were turned back to the Treasury. Deducting balance on 
hand and moneys turned in prior to’ June 30, 1920, from 
sales of surplus property and other recoveries, the net 
cash outlay to June 30, 1920, is $15,774,163,889.38. 
Sales still to be completed are expected to reduce this 
to about $13,500,000,000. As to transactions of the so- 
celled Surplus Property Division, down to and includ- 
ing Aug. 11, 1920, the money value of sales made was 
approximately $424,156,586. The supplies sold cost ap- 
proximately $571,993,223. The supplies were some- 
times ordinary commercial articles, but more often were 
specialties, unsalable in the ordinary retail markets. 
The charges appearing in a New York paper profess to 
be based upon disclosures made by Major W. O. Watts, 
at one time executive officer of the Surplus Property 
Division. In April, 1920, the Secretary’s statement con- 
tinues, Major Watts made certain statements to Colonel 
Yates, his superior officer, alleging irregularities and 
favoritism. He was directed to put these statements in 
writing with all supporting data. The Inspector Gen- 
eral’s Department was called upon to make a sweeping 
investigation and called upon Major Watts for addi- 
tional accusations, and reduced all the charges to writing. 
They involve specific allegations affecting six .commer- 
cial companies to which it was alleged favoritism had 
been shown, and four meat-packing companies alleged 
to have been favored. Eleven individuals, officers and 
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civilians, connected with the Surplus Property Division, 
were named by Majgr Watts as guilty of ties in 
connection with sales. The investigation by the I 

tor General’s Office was continuous from Aug. 1 to Oct. 
23, at which time a report was filed. It goes with great 
detail into each accusation, and finds each one to be 
unsupported, and concludes “that no cause for criticism 
of the administration of the Surplus Property Division 
has been developed by this investigation.” This report 
does not cover charges in the newspaper articles not 
disclosed by Major Watts in his testimony. The more 
recent accusafions, it is stated, will be examined with 
the same thoroughness, “and ‘every citizen who has knowl- 
edge or thinks he has knowledge of any irregularity or 
misconduct on the part of any employee, agent or offi- 
cer of the War Department, is earnestly urged to sup- 
ply his information to the War Department in order that 
the investigation may be comprehensive and immediate.” 
Undoubtedly the committees of Congress will have their 
attention brought to matters of this sort, and the War 
Department is eager to present its record and the de- 
tails of every transaction made by it.

TRANSMITTING PHOTOGRAPHS BY WIBE. 

What is stated to be the first successful attempt to 
send a photograph by wire in the United States was 
made on Nov. 14 through the use of an invention of 
Edouard Belin, a distinguished French engineer, the 


operation being conducted by the New York World and 
the St. Louis Post Dispatch, a photograph of an old 
Indian chief being sent from St. Louis to New York 
over the wire. Major R. H. Coles, Signal Corps, U.S.A., 
represented Major Gen. Robert L. Builard at the demon- 
stration of the invention and made the following state- 
ment for The World as to the military value of the Belin 
telestereograph, as the machine is called. Major Coles 
said: “Of the many uses that,it occurs to me it could 
be put to in military operations, the first and most 
obvious is its value in investigating the record of a sus- 
pected person taken in one section of a military area 
when information concerning him would be required 
from another section and immediately. Descriptions of 
a spy who had been taken prisoner, for instance, might 
be inaccurate or so general as to be unrecognizable when 
telephoned or telegraphed; but to be able to immediately 
telegraph his photograph from one area to another would 
bring instant identification. The system would be of 
the greatest value, of course, to the Intelligence people of 
the Army. If we can use it to the point of sending ac- 
curate mechanical photographs, for instance, it will be 
invaluable in sending to the source of supply a photo- 
graph of a piece of apparatus that we want built up as 
quickly as possible. I would not limit the importance 
of the invention to the Intelligence Department, though. 
It would be invaluable in every department of the Army. 
Take reports from detached posts, outlying posts. Colo- 
nel Whittlesey happily got through without it, but sup- 
pose his Lost Battalion had had apparatus so simple that 
he could have sent back photographs of his position, pic- 
tures reporting his situation and what lay in front of 
him! If these pictures can be sent by wireless, if it is 
connected up with the radio, and we can receive back 
at headquarters photographs of the terrain at the front 
taken and transmitted from an airplane, then we have 
got something that is a tremendous step in advance.”
